Quality Standards in Building 


SPEAKING AT A MEETING of the Chadwick 
Trust in London on Wednesday, May 25, 
MR. R. C. BEVAN, of the Building Research 
Station, DSIR, said that quality standards 
in building were becoming increasingly 
important as developments occurred in all 
branches of building technology. They 
included standards for materials and com- 
ponents, and for design, and performance 
standards for functional requirements of 
buildings. 

‘Much research and development are 
necessary as a preliminary to establishing 
standards of any kind,’ said Mr. Bevan. 
‘The level at which standards are set is 
determined by many technical and 
economic factors and by the needs of the 
building user. They may be optional 
standards, or penal standards enforceable 
by law and this again may influence the 
level at which a standard was set. 

‘The demand for flexibility by 
designers arising from the introduction of 
new techniques has had its effects on the 
way in which standards are set in building 
legislation.’ 


Piccadiliy Circus Redevelopment 


A SHORT statement on the London County 
Council’s policy regarding the redevelop- 
ment of Piccadilly Circus now that the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment has rejected the scheme submitted 
for the Monico site, was made by MR. 
RICHARD EDMONDS, chairman of the Coun- 
cil’s town planning committee, at Tues- 
day’s meeting of the Council. Mr. 
Edmonds said: 

‘On the possibility of preparing a com- 
prehensive plan for Piccadilly Circus to 
which developers could be asked to con- 
form, I welcome the Minister’s suggestion 
that there should be discussions with 
his officers, and I am glad to say that 
these have already begun. Here is clearly 
the chance for some fresh thinking in 
what is, after all, largely a national matter 
and could involve national expenditure. 

* The results of this initial consultation, 
which will include a review of the Coun- 
cil’s original plan, will be studied care- 
fully by the redevelopment and road 
improvements sub-committee of the town 
planning committee, and I hope that sub- 
sequently, and before reporting to Coun- 
cil, we can, in the interests of public satis- 
faction, throw the net of consultation 
even wider.’ 


Death of Mr. Paul Gilbert, OBE 


WE REGRET TO REPORT the death, which 
took place in the South of France on 
May 22, of Mr. Paul Gilbert, OBE, chair- 
man and managing director of Bovis Hold- 
ings, Ltd., and Gilbert-Ash, Ltd. Mr.

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All Change at Piccadilly! 


THE DECISION OF the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government to refuse permission for the development 
proposed by Island (Piccadilly) Development Ltd., for the 
Monico site in Piccadilly Circus will be generally accepted 
in all the circumstances as a proper one. The facts eluci- 
dated at the inquiry in January last led the Inspector, 
MR, BUCHANAN, to conclusions which, summarised, are that 
the design of the proposed building had not attained the 
standard expected on the site; that the project did not 
offer a positive and immediate contribution to pedestrian 
safety; that car-parking arrangements were unsatisfactory; 
that the advertising panels proposed were too high and 
too large; that the proposals in general would prejudice 
a comprehensive plan for the development of the Circus; 
and to sum up, that the project and the planning pro- 
posals with which it was associated did not make the best 
of the opportunity which was now unfolding for Picca- 
dilly Circus. With these views MR. BROOKE agrees, and 
proceeds to offer some suggestions, being his own 
approach to the difficult planning problems involved. 
Essentially this connotes the need for a comprehensive 
plan to which developers could be asked to conform, and 
he intends to arrange for his officers to discuss with the 
London County Council forthwith the possibilities, so 


that any building put up on the Monico site in the mean- 
time should not prejudice any comprehensive plan that 
may be devised. Recognising that there has already been 
great delay, Mr. Brooke hopes that it may be possible 
to enable a building to go ahead on the site without 
further prolonged lapse of time. The Minister’s views 
are expressed in a letter from the Permanent Secretary 
to the Ministry; this is given in full elsewhere in this 
issue, together with some extracts from the Inspector’s 
report (page 1009).

forward at the inquiry the architect responsible for the 
final design makes not unreasonable the deduction that 
there was official help given. In view of this, the developers 
may well have grounds for thinking they have been hard 
done by. 

Yet the fact remains that neither the planning nor the 
scheme itself were good enough for this important site. 
We shall return to fuller consideration of the questions 
involved at a later date; for the moment the following 
points are among those that require thought by planners 
and developers alike: 

Planning machinery must take into account areas as 
well as individual sites when city centre redevelopment 
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is under consideration; 

Planning permission machinery must be speeded up, and 
decisions (especially if they are to be adverse ones) given 
more promptly; 

If the powers available for securing such development 
seem insufficient, then thought must be given to seeing 
what new ways can be found of negotiating between 
private and public interests; 

And finally, that many of the present difficulties would 
hardly arise if developers would remember that first-class 
sites require first-class architects for satisfactory exploita- 
tion, and that no amount of subsequent tinkering will 
make an original poor design better than mediocre. 


‘Make London Livable’ 


THE WORLD has already seen enough of the problems of 
the motor age for it to be plain that no complete solution 
to them has yet been evolved, even in that home of the 
motor car, the United States. Nevertheless, travellers 
to the Continent and America, where efforts strenuous if 
not always wholly successful are made to ease the flow 
of traffic in congested cities, are amazed and appalled on 
returning to London to find that by contrast practically 
nothing has yet been done to tackle the traffic problems 
of the capital. It is to remedy this state of affairs that 
the ‘Make London Livable’ Group, which had its first 
meeting last week, has been formed under the chairman- 
ship of Lord Bossom with the object of rousing public 
opinion to the need for action and so helping to bring 
together the various authorities whose united efforts will 
be required to save London from slow strangulation. 
The Group is concentrating on proposals that are attain- 
able over the next few years, and at a comparatively 
moderate cost, rather than seeking Utopian solutions. In 
this spirit is has launched a proposal to widen certain 
parts of the more congested thoroughfares, such as Bond- 
street, Oxford-street and Fleet-street, by setting back the 
shop fronts into the space now occupied by ground floor 


shopping space, also the fronts of offices, by 10 to 12 ft., 
thus making a new pavement available behind the present 
building line, the former pavements providing space for 
an extra traffic lane. The buildings above would be sup- 
ported on columns. The idea could probably make a 
useful contribution to the traffic problem provided certain 
practical difficulties can be overcome. In the case of new 
buildings conformity, it is thought, could be achieved 
without any question of compensation arising by the 
simple expedient of allowing developers to increase the 
height of the building to allow for the space lost by the 
setback of the pavement. In the case of existing build- 
ings more serious problems might arise, as one or two 
non-conforming buildings could obviously wreck a whole 
scheme. 

None could quarrel with the aim of making London 
a better place to live in (which includes improving its 
appearance as well as easing its traffic problems), and in 
this we wish Lord Bossom and the architects, town 
planners, engineers and others who constitute the Group 
every success. If the Group can now obtain the sympa- 
thetic ear of Mr. Marples, the Minister of Transport, its 
task should be the easier.

in France. Very wisely there is some- 
thing for everybody—all the different 
stages of understanding and apprecia- 
tion are catered for. We are led from 
direct imitation of nature, in the humanist 
tradition, to the completely abstract. But 
the enchantment of it all is made by the 
setting. Sculpture likes the open air and 
weather, and all these figures, masses and 
strange shapes look wonderfully at home, 
viewed across the lawns, in their leafy 
niches or grouped by the lake. The old 
sub-tropical area of Battersea, enclosed 
and hidden within the Park, has the 
quality of a secret garden, and works, 
which might in a gallery have come as a 
shock to the unsophisticated viewer, are 
accepted without surpise in this ‘ delicious - 
solitude.’

THERE IS SPACE HERE only for the high- 
lights and to urge all sculpture lovers to 
visit the park and pick out their own 
favourites. Epstein, Moore and Picasso 
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are the Big Three. Epstein has been in- 
cluded in recognition of the debt owned 
to him by all contemporary sculptors. 
He is represented by his ‘ Ecce Homo’ of 
1935 and a ‘ Mother and Child’ of 1911. 
This ‘Man’ that Epstein has released 
from the block of stone, square and 
strong but suffering, has the vitality and 
dramatic power that marks a masterpiece. 
The other is an example of his early work, 
stored away and never before seen in pub- 
lic. It was cast this year for the first 
time. As an Epstein it is static and clas- 
sical but very interesting from the point 
of view of his development. Henry Moore 
brings his * Glenkiln Cross’ from a hill- 
side in Scotland, a rudimentary rubbed- 
down cross, the figure and cross merging 
into one—a truly noble work. Picasso, 
however, is more challenging with his 
six free standing, bronze figures, the 
‘ Bathers,’ grouped by the lake. It would 
seem that his sculpture has developed in 
the same direction as his painting, not 
reproducing natural appearances but pene- 
trating to an inner truth. 

Among the runners-up Reg Butler, 
Robert Adams and Ralph Brown show 
courage and sincerity but it is Germain 
Richier, at her most expressionist in ‘ Le 
Berger des Landes’ who will be the 
favourite among the discerning. 


TO THIS TRANS-ATLANTIC VISITOR during 
the Christmas of 1959, the most impres- 
sive feature of London life was the sense 
of growing prosperity and the accom- 
panying many large-scale redevelopment 
projects. It was noticeable that life in 
England is rapidly acquiring practically 
all the social and economic characteristics 
which are found in North American 
cities. These facts gave rise to a con- 
cern that Britain would be able to resist 
the traps that accompany a period of 
boom and retain its native conservative 
philosophy which has in the past seen the 
nation through many less _ attractive 
crises. It was, therefore, a source of 
delight that public attention was found 
to be concentrated on the development 
of the Monico site in Piccadilly Circus as 
showing that people are really interested 
in the development of cities and that they 
are not necessarily going to be satisfied 
even with buildings which are acceptable 
to the planning authorities. Of course, 
the technical Press has properly, and for 
a long time, been critical of the profes- 
sionals but this was a case where the 
national dailies and the weeklies were just 
as interested.

Happy Memoir of Sir Giles 


THE MEMOIR contributed to the May issue 
of the ‘AA Journal’ on Sir Giles Scott 
deserves to be read by a wider public 
than it may reach.

‘as a hero worshipper and finished in 
1935 as a senior assistant with a profound 
respect for his master,’ pays the most 
charming and sincere tribute to his old 
master which will inform a generation 
which knew him not and delight those 
who did.

LCC’s Architectural Training Scheme 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT in ‘ The Times’ of 
May 20 that the London County Council 
‘is willing to train a few selected candi- 
dates as architects’ has interest at a time 
when architectural education is at the 
cross-roads. Candidates must be below 


the age of 25 on October 1 next, and 
must have passed the GCE in five subjects 
of which at least two must be at ‘A’ level. 
Ability in draughtsmanship must be 
shown. 

Selected trainees, it seems, will be em- 
ployed in the Council’s service and will 
attend the part-time course on three 
evenings a week at the Regent-street 
Polytechnic school, and the Council will 
give each candidate one whole day each 
week free from office duties for study pur- 
poses. Pay during training ranges from 
109s. 6d. under 17 to £8 15s. 6d. at 25. 
Posts are offered in the Council’s service 
on qualifying. 

This return to pupilship supplemented 
by theoretic study is in contradistinction 
to full-time school training; the progress 
of the scheme will be watched with close 
interest.

Looking Beyond Piccadilly 


The Case for Public Relations in Planning

public discussion everywhere. 
Canadian Practice 


People were really interested, and this 
public response reminded one of the 
massive public meetings which do so 
much to affect the course of planning in 
North America. In a city like Toronto 
there are numerous ratepayer organisa- 
tions each concerned to see that their 
own particular district receives what they 
consider to be the most satisfactory plan- 
ning and zoning treatment, and no plan- 
ning official who values his job would 
introduce new proposals without care- 
fully preparing the ground for them by a 
campaign of education and explanation. 
Public co-operation is practically essen- 
tial to the implementation of redevelop- 
ment schemes in most parts of Canada. It 
is also taken for granted that the motive 
for participation is economic self-interest 
on the part of property owners, but that 
is simply a reflection of the local culture. 
That most people were discussing the 
aesthetics of the Monico building was a 
sign that the boom had not yet taken 
Londoners by the throat, and that the 
Atlantic is still a useful divider. Never- 
theless, it was seemingly by accident that 
the Monico affair had been brought to 
public notice whereas North American 
experience would suggest that positive 
steps by planning authorities to explain 
their ideas to as large an audience as pos- 
sible are essential to the realisation of 
schemes of any magnitude.

In the event, the Monico Inquiry 
received quite unusual publicity and it 
was no doubt this which caused the 
Inspector to mention in his closing 
remarks the thin ice over which the 
authors of many of the 450,000 words of 
evidence and argument had skated. He 
must have been aware of the extra- 
ordinary circumstances surrounding the 
application to develop the site, and his 
remark perhaps reflects the  seif-con- 





sciousness felt by planners in seeing 
attention focused on an inquiry which is 
by no means representative of the hun- 
dreds of investigations which annually 
form an important part of the planning 
process in England. 


An Unusual Case 


It was an unusual case first, because of 
the site itselfi—one of great sentimental 
significance to people all over the world. 
Then the building—perhaps more of a 
hoarding than a building because it 
seemed that the income from external 
advertising would be greater than that 
from rental of floor-space, requiring con- 
sideration from many different aspects, 
among them the high buildings policy, 
advertisement control, plot ratio, day- 
lighting, architectural control and, above 
all, from the point of view of comprehen- 
sive redevelopment. The application for 
permission was of special interest 
because the design of the building was 
apparently more that of the planning 
authority than of the owners’ architects. 
And then the Inquiry, one at which the 
architect for the building failed to appear! 

But publicity was the keynote, for the 
Inquiry itself was held only because of 
pressure from groups and individuals out- 
side those immediately concerned. The 
LCC had made up its collective mind to 
give permission, the developers obviously 
had no desire to place their proposals in 
jeopardy, and the Minister can have had 
no wish to intervene in a matter which 
was virtually concluded to the satisfac- 
tion of the parties. This happy situation 


was only disturbed because people wanted 


to know what was going on. The out- 
come was an Inquiry which was merely 
one more of the rather narrow and less- 
than-transparent windows through which 
people at large are allowed occasionally 
to watch the planning process at work. 

The most useful purpose may have been 
served if planning authorities are stimu- 
lated into realising that haphazard, un- 
sought publicity is most damaging to their 
work and that this will occur more fre- 
quently in the future because boom con- 
ditions will cause more and bigger pri- 
vate redevelopment schemes. A great deal 
has been achieved in the past, almost in 
committee, because so much of the actual 
building has been done by local authori- 
ties themselves in the field of housing. 
The time is now arriving when central 
area renewal will be carried out by pri- 
vate enterprise, to the discomfort of plan- 
ning authorities which are not prepared 
to meet the flood of development with 
their own well-prepared comprehensive 
plans, including plans for capital expendi- 
ture on services and traffic facilities. 
Even with these preparations, an ade- 
quate programme leading to public co- 
operation will still be essential. It may 
be tiresome to repeat that planning is 
concerned with people, but the great mass 
of legislation, procedure and technique 
we are forced to employ in the planning 
of cities sometimes obscures this simple 
truth. Sound planning policies can, in 
the long run, be conceived and executed 
only if the public at large is brought into 
the confidence of the planners. 

An understanding between the planners 


and the planned can form the basis of a 
private-public partnership which will 
operate in many different fields and at 
different levels of endeavour. At a rela- 
tively simple level there was the case in 
Toronto of a residential area lying close 
to the up-town commercial centre which 
had for some years been split by conflict- 
ing demands for re-zoning. Its position 
made it subject to heavy pressure for the 
use of large old houses for institutional 
and office purposes, whilst the resident- 
owners were divided between those who 
wished to take a profit and move out, 
and those who wished to remain to enjoy 
the amenities which the district has to 
offer. New zoning measures had to be 
devised by the planning authority, but 
tempers were hot and it was obvious that 
no rational debate of the issues could be 
undertaken in the prevailing atmosphere 
of partisanship. The problem was 
approached by preparing a limited edition 
of a comprehensive report and making 
this available to all the citizen organisa- 
tions concerned with the area. In addi- 
tion a neutral civic organisation was 
approached and its members agreed to 
study and master the report with the help 
of the planning staff. Then these mem- 
bers went to the organisations directly 
concerned and organised study groups so 
that everyone had a clear grasp of the 
basic information, the issues, the argu- 
ments and the solutions proposed. By 
this time there was a solid body of in- 
formed opinion in the area and this had 
a great stabilising effect at public meet- 
ings which were called after every house- 
hold had been sent a booklet containing 
a brief summary of the original report. 
In the long run, the re-zoning was accom- 
lished with relatively little public frus- 
tration and to the credit of the planners. 


Toronto’s Civic Square 


Perhaps more comparable with the 
Monico incident is the case of a site 
opposite to the City’s new civic square 
and city hall. It is a frontage of rather 
poor shops, restaurants, hotels and 
cinemas which in appearance alone 
would provide a most unsuitable frame 
to the city’s soon-to-be-erected magnifi- 
cence. There was known to be con- 
siderable buying and selling of property 
going on because the site would obvi- 
ously appreciate in value but the great 
barrier to accepting private re-develop- 
ment consisted, first, of the improbability 
that the land would be acquired by one 
person for a comprehensive scheme and, 
second, that the zoning permitted a plot 
ratio of 12:1. This latter density would 
allow a building of overpowering and 
unacceptable bulk. Toronto was dis- 
turbed by this esthetic threat but con- 
versely it was not prepared to reduce the 
plot ratio because of the hardship it 
would inflict on the owners. The issue 
was resolved by preparing an outline 
drawing of the building which would be 
acceptable from an architectural and 
planning aspect. The economic and 
other factors were investigated and the 
whole scheme described in a concise re- 
port which was distributed to the public 
including the local association of archi- 
tects, the real estate agents, the business 
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men’s associations and the chamber of 
commerce. Meetings were also held with 
these bodies and their support obtained. 

The outcome is that there is every 
likelihood of the City’s purchasing the 
land compulsorily in the knowledge of 
general support. The site will be put on 
offer to developers on the understanding 
that they will lease the land for the pur- 
pose of erecting a building similar to that 
designed by the planning authority 
whilst the City’s capital outlay may be 
largely met by inviting the tenderers to 
pay a premium for the lease instead of 
an annual rental. In the long run this 
will prove to be a very paying proposi- 
tion for the municipality. 

These are only two instances in a wide 
range of cases which have forced the 
planning authority to engage a Liaison 
Officer on its staff for the purpose of pre- 
paring public relations documents, or- 
ganising public meetings and maintaining 
the connections with Press, radio and 
television. 


A Significant Step 

A most significant new step is the set- 
ting up of an officially recognised Re- 
development Advisory Council consisting 
of men at the head of industrial and 
and commercial organisations such as in- 
surance companies, trust companies, 
investment houses and banks. The 
planning officer acts as secretary to the 
Council which will study the condition 
of and plans for the central area. It is 
empowered then to comment on planning 
proposals and may assist in securing 
sound redevelopment especially in ways 
which lie beyond the scope of ordinary 
planning control. It may even be 
involved in raising money for desirable 
schemes. The creation of this body has 
no doubt been undertaken with one eye 
on the central area schemes of such cities 
as Philadelphia, Detroit and Pittsburg, 
which all owe a great deal in one way 
or another to private enterprise partici- 
pation in publicly conceived and sup- 
ported schemes. 

Public relations in the planning field, 
therefore, go a long way beyond simply 
telling people what you are doing. It 
takes many forms and can be an im- 
portant instrument in the achievement of 
public aims. In England, planners con- 
stantly return to the old and undeniable 
truth that good development is difficult 
without land ownership. They follow 
with a plea for public ownership and are 
frustrated by the lack of capital available 
to local authorities for planning purposes. 
But it is noticeable that in North 
America, where economic pressures are 
much stronger and developers much 
tougher, there have been comprehensive 
schemes of great size, due very largely 
to the persuasive and co-operative efforts 
of the planning authority working hand 
in hand with enlightened private groups. 
Not all the results have been acceptable, 
but they do suggest another method of 
approach in some circumstances. Per- 
haps the time has come for us to bring 
planning out into the open and frankly 
to present our problems and proposals to 
land owners, developers, builders and to 
the public at large.

THE NEW BUILDINGS of Westminster College, North Hinksey, 
Oxford, were opened on May 21, 1960, by the Rt. Hon. Sir 
David Eccles, KCVO, MP, Minister of Education. The Col- 
lege, formerly in London, is the teacher training foundation 
of the Methodist Church. Over 250 students and staff will 
live and work in an environment corresponding closely to an 
Oxford college, and current extensions will provide accom- 
modation for a total of 400 students by Autumn, 1962. 

The design is based on traditional conceptions of collegiate 
building. Students live in rooms built on the Oxford ‘ stair- 
case’ principle, and the chapel, library, lecture rooms, com- 
mon room and miniature hospital are grouped to form a 
series of quadrangle courts. The local planning authority 
made stringent conditions covering the use of materials that 
would harmonise with the character of local buildings. Par- 
ticular attention was paid, therefore, to exterior materials for 
the new buildings. The choice of Windsor Grey facing bricks 
for walls, and hand-made Cotswold tiles for roofs, has 
enabled the desired harmony to be achieved. The present 
buildings cover approximately ten acres, and there are 26 
acres of playing fields. A service road forms the perimeter 
of the buildings to east, north and west, intersected on the 
latter side by the main gate. The gymnasium and handicraft 
blocks are just beyond the perimeter to the east; houses for 
the principal, vice-principal, bursar and chaplain adjoin the 
main gate. 

The construction of the students’ houses is part rc framed 
with panel infilling, and part load bearing. 

The houses are arranged in six blocks, containing 22 
units. Each house has ten study bedrooms. The rooms 
have been designed for easy conversion from sitting-rooms 
to bedrooms; wash basins are enclosed in wood cabinets, and 
divan beds will be covered during the day. Each staircase 
unit has showers and bathroom, trunk cupboard, drying room 
and pantry for communal use.

connected below the window-sill level 
by means of an ‘in situ’ edge beam. This 
has been left in an exposed aggregate 
finish, and above sill leve! the chapel is 
faced internally with stonework. 

The lecture rooms, laboratories, sound- 
proofed music school and administration 
wing are built of reinforced concrete. The 
columns are precast in one length and 
inserted into pockets in the mass con- 
crete foundations. Floors are prestressed 
planks on precast edge beams which are 
monolithic with an ‘in situ’ topping, and 
tie the columns together at each floor 
level. At roof level the columns are tied 
by precast beams. 

The assembly hall has an rc structure, 
and the dining hall structure is a series of 
re rigid frames. 

Heating is by low-pressure hot water 
from oil-fired boilers. 

The contract sum, excluding equipment 
and fittings, was £500,000.

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Proposed University Theatre 


For The University of Southampton

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THE NUFFIELD FOUNDATION has made a grant to the 
University of Southampton of £130,000 for building 
a University Theatre. It will be known as the Nuffield 
Theatre. The University will have about 2,000 students 
by 1965 and twice this number by 1980 distributed 
over the six faculties of arts, science, engineering, 
social studies, law and education. A greater increase 
is proposed in the numbers of students in science and 
engineering than in the other faculties, and the Trustees 
of the Foundation have been impressed with the possi- 
bility of the Theatre becoming a unifying power be- 
tween the sciences and the arts. 


The immediate University programme calls for an 
Arts Building. By placing it adjacent to the Senior 
Common Room building, a courtyard will be created. 
This is the first new courtyard in the post-war develop- 
ment of the University and will be laid out with lawns, 
trees, pools and sculpture. The unique feature of the 
arts building is the inclusion of the fully equipped 
Theatre with some interesting technical features. It is 
located in the centre of a single storey block which 
contains the principal lecture rooms and, on one side, 
the Music Department. From the overall planning 
aspect, the site is at the focus of the University, adja- 
cent to the senior and junior common rooms and the ; 
projected great hall, and is provided with car-parking Axonometric and perspective interiors 
facilities. Visually, the theatre will be seen as the 
principal element in the quadrangle, the copper clad 
walls growing out of a simply modelled brick base, and 
against the stone-faced four-storey arts block, which 
will appear as a backcloth. The internal planning of 
the Theatre is carefully co-ordinated with the require- 
ments of the Arts Faculty. 


Seating for 510 is provided, and the double stage is 
designed to serve two functions: (a) for lectures and 
orthodox theatre-shows, in scenic style, of the ‘ picture- 
frame’ type behind a fixed proscenium frame; (b) the 
presentation of experimental shows and lectures in 
*non-scenic’ style, of the open-stage type, on a vari- 
able fore-stage projecting into the auditorium.

CHARTS on this and facing page show 
(Chart A) the fluctuations in Wages 
and Building Costs from 1914 to date, 
and (Chart B) the rise in Wages, 
Materials and Building Costs over the 
years 1939 to 1960. They have been 
compiled by Mr. H. J. Venning, 
FRICS, ARIBA. 

The index is shown as standing at 
373 compared with 365 in June, 1959. 

The volume of work is apparently 
flowing with great and _ increasing 
strength but it is spread rather 
unevenly and this has resulted in 
irregular tendering. Also the differ- 
ence between alteration work and 
large new contracts is becoming more 
and more marked. Consequently the 
index figure which is an average for 
ordinary building work does not accu- 
rately represent either of these extreme 
cases, and due allowance must be made 
for the type of work. 

It would seem that the recent wage 
increase will not be absorbed by the 
industry and the cost will be passed 
on in the form of higher building costs. 

Materials still show no marked 
change, although here also, there does 
appear to be a very slight upward 
trend. 

The line showing Building Costs is 
in each case based on actual tenders 
for the normal run of building con- 
tracts. The line for Materials is based 
on the figures published by the Central 
Statistical Office. The line for Wages 
is based on a conventional average of 
one labourer to one craftsman, and 
takes account of the indirect benefits 
as shown in the table. 

The line does not include anything 
to do with incentive payments.

THIS NEW BOTTLING STORE replaces three of 
the Company’s existing stores, at Bradford, 
York and Rotherham, and increases their 
capacity by 20 per cent. The Tadcaster store 
will bring about a considerable reduction in 
distribution and production costs. Instead of 
three different fleets of lorries conveying sup- 
plies from three depots, there is now only one, 
with the addition of mechanical handling and 
despatch to ensure the quickest possible turn- 
round of bottles and crates. The store is 
adjacent to the existing Tower Brewery and 
linked by a bridge connection to carry beer 
lines and to provide a direct access way for 
staff. 

An important feature of the bottling store 
is that space for two bottling lines has been 
allowed. The first one, which is now in opera- 
tion has a capacity of 1,200 dozen bottles an 
hour—more than 110,000 bottles of beer in a 
normal working day. The second bottling 
line will be installed when the expansion in 
trade demands it. This second line will deal 
with 2,000 dozen bottles an hour, making a 
total for the whole store of well over a quar- 
ter of a million bottles a day. Conveyors 
have been kept to a minimum and advantage 
is taken of the almost clear span building by 
extensive use of fork lift and pallet trucks for 
crate handling and vehicle loading. 

Tubular steel trusses are used in the con- 
struction of the store, in conjunction with sec- 
tional steel stanchions. The main pyrposes 
of tubular steel was to obtain the cleanliness 
of dust-free surfaces. Research work for the 
trusses was undertaken by Tubewrights (a 
subsidiary of Stewarts and Lloyds), T. C. 
Jones, and Andrews, Kent & Stone, consulting 
engineers to the C.A.S. group. The roof is 
lined with 1 in. cork insulation to facilitate 
temperature control.

THE CHURCH is to be built at Lock 
lease, Bristol, below the crest of a 
steep hill and a lofty tower was re 
quired so that it could be visually 
located. Seating for a maximum 
congregation of 300 is planned, and 
the design is capable of modification 
internally to meet future trends in 
liturgical practice. The plan is octa 
gonal and the high altar against the 
east wall could easily be brought 
forward to the chancel step without 
major alterations.

Four of these trusses. intersect 
diagonally to carry a ring beam which 
in turn carries a turret and cross in 
the centre of the church. Two simi- 
lar trusses intersect to carry the roof 
over the chancel and Lady Chapel.

crete purlins. Infilling between 
trusses in the main octagon is con 
crete slab lined internally with ther 
malite. The south and west faces 
have double glazing units and the 
east face is a glazed screen between 
the Lady Chapel and church. 
Heating is to be off-peak electric 
heating, under floor in the Lady 
Chapel and under pew, with the addi

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Institute of Landscape Architects 
Exhibits at the Cheisea Flower Show 
From a Correspondent 


A SELECTION of work of members of the 
Institute of Landscape Architects is ex- 
hibited each year in the design section of 
the Chelsea Flower Show. The work is 
selected to show a wide range of projects, 
from small back yards to public open 
spaces and housing layouts. 

The function of a Landscape Architect 
is often misinterpreted or unknown by 
the general public and this exhibition 
aims to illustrate the importance and 
scope of his work: the creation of a 
better environment for living. 

In this year’s exhibition (which closes 
today, May 27), the Landscape Architect 
to the City of Oxford, Irene Palmer, 
shows a project for a children’s play- 
ground and park at Blackbird Leys 
Estate, Oxford. 

Peterlee Development Corporation pre- 
sents plans and photographs of a recently 
completed housing neighbourhood laid 
out in refreshingly unorthodox and 
sensible manner. The 400 houses are 
grouped closely together each with a 
small patio or yard and contrast crisply 
with the virgin landscape in which the 
neighbourhood is set. The bulk of the 
space has been saved to, provide sizeable 
green areas for children’s play. 

Brian Robson exhibits a scheme with 
good ‘before’ and ‘after’ perspectives 
which should be of interest to the Civic 
Trust and amenity societies throughout 
the country. This project is for the im- 
provement of ponds at Chislehurst Com- 
mon, and he proposes to transform two 
stagnant, overgrown and dangerous water 
holes in this public place, into pleasant 
stretches of clean water with trees and 
vantage points round the margins. 

Brenda Colvin, a past president of the 
Institute, shows plans for the Queen Eliza- 
beth Gardens, Salisbury, which are parti- 
cularly imteresting for the manner in 
which celebrated views of the Cathedral

have played a large part in the design of 
this open space.

THE MONICO SITE, PICCADILLY CIRCUS, 
WESTMINSTER 


| AM DIRECTED by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government to refer to the 
application dated December 23, 1958, 
made to the London County Council on 
behalf of Island (Piccadilly) Development 
Limited, for permission to develop a site 
in the City of Westminster bounded by 
Piccadilly Circus, Shaftesbury-avenue, 
Denman-street, Sherwood-street and 
Glasshouse-street, by the erection thereon 
of a new building to be used for shops, 
offices, restaurants and banqueting rooms, 
showrooms, exhibition facilities and 
ancillary uses; and to make certain 
alterations to Moon’s Garage, Denman- 
street, and to Nos. 1 and 2 Ham-yard, 
and Nos. 55 and 56 Great Windmill- 
street, Westminster, in accordance with 
the drawings submitted therewith. 

The Minister issued a direction on 
November 25, 1959, to the London 
County Council to refer the application 
to him for decision, and arranged for one 
of his Inspectors, Mr. C. D. Buchanan, 
BSc, AMICE, ARIBA, MTPI, to hold a 
public local inquiry into the matter. He 
took this action because the publication 
of a picture of the proposed new build- 
ing aroused disquiet; the Minister recog- 
nised that the public, not only in London 
but throughout the country and indeed 
the Commonwealth, had a particularly 
close interest in the redevelopment of 
Piccadilly Circus, and it seemed to him 
that the circumstances were such that all 
the issues involved could be sufficiently 
clarified and ventilated only at a public 
inquiry. The inquiry was opened on 
December 16, 1959, and concluded on 
January 18, 1960. 

The Inspector, a copy of whose report 
is enclosed, reached the following conclu- 
sions: 

(a) He thought that the design of the 
proposed building had not attained 
the standard which should be 
expected on this site. It was his 
view that there was a fundamental 
weakness in the lack of any real rela- 
tionship between the podium and the 
tower: and that the design failed to 
provide a sense of enclosure on the 
north side of the Circus. He thought 
that the awkward shape of the site 
presented a considerable problem. He 
agreed with those who had suggested, 
at the inquiry, a lengthening of the 
straight frontage, but referred to pos- 
sible highway and other difficulties. 
He considered that the main adver- 


The Ministry Inspector in charge of the 
The text of the letter follows: 


tising panel, rising to a great height 
over the kerb line, would hang over 
the Circus in a domineering manner, 
and was not convinced that such a 
substantial increase in building scale 
would be justified by the proportions 
of the new Circus. He thought that 
other ways of solving the design prob- 
lem should be explored, including the 
taking-in of more land to provide a 
longer site frontage, and re-aligning 
Denman-st. and Shaftesbury-avenue. 

(b) He thought it a pity that so 
substantial a project could not offer 
a more positive and immediate contri- 
bution to pedestrian safety and 
amenity, particularly as the building 
was likely to make the Circus a busier 
place than ever. The pavement width, 
which was about 12 ft. along Shaftes- 
bury-avenue and only about 7 ft. 
along Glasshouse-street, seemed to 
him inadequate. 


‘Evasion of Parking Standards’ 


(c) It was his view that the pro- 
posal to reserve for parking purposes 
in connection with the new building 
the top two floors of Moon’s Garage 
was in some measure an evasion of 
the purpose of the Council’s parking 
standards, in that it would not produce 
any additional purpose-designed park- 
ing space in the area, and would tend 
to be used for long-period parking. 

(d) He accepted the applicants’ con- 
tention that in so far as illuminated 
advertisements were to be fastened 
to the walls of the building, it was 
desirable to have properly-designed 
sites for them clear of windows. He 
was disposed to think, however, that 
the panels proposed were too high and 
too large, with the risk that they 
would dominate the Circus; and he 
agreed with those who contended that 
the distant views of the upper parts 
of the panels would be unwelcome. 

(e) He thought that there should be 
no difficulty in accepting the principle 
that there should be a comprehensive 
plan for the development of the 
Circus. In his view, such a plan should 
go further than the Council's present 
ideas, and in particular should pro 
vide a radical solution for problems 
of vehicular and pedestrian traffic. 
He believed that the present proposals 
would prejudice any such plan. 

(f) So many questions of taste and 
policy were involved that the Inspec- 
tor considered it inadvisable to tender 
a formal recommendation, but he 
made it clear that it was his view that 


Developers 


the present project and the planning 
proposals with which it was associated 
did not make the best of the oppor- 
tunity which was now unfolding for 
Piccadilly Circus. 

The Minister agrees with his Inspector 
that the appearance of the building would 
fall below the high standard which public 
opinion is entitled to expect on this 
important site; that the big advertising 
panels would be too dominant in the 
Circus itself and too visible over a dis- 
tance; that the car parking proposals 
are not satisfactory in that they would 
make no contribution to the amount of 
planned car parking space in the area, 
although the building would increase the 
need for it; that the design would fail to 
give a sense of enclosure to the future 
Circus on its north side; and that it 
might well prejudice the best solution of 
the problems of vehicular and pedestrian 
circulation at this spot. 

For these reasons, the Minister has 
decided to refuse permission for the 
development proposed in the application 
dated December 23, 1958. 

As, however, the scheme is so impor- 
tant and has been so widely discussed, 
the Minister accepts the responsibility to 
set out his own approach to the difficult 
planning problems involved. 

First of all, as regards this particular 
site. he thinks that a building with a 
straight frontage, as long as the site per- 
mits, is much to be preferred to a 
building with a convex frontage as pro- 
posed by the applicants. From pre- 
liminary studies he has made in consul- 
tation with the Minister of Transport, he 
believes that such a building could be 
erected without prejudice to the current 
proposals for highway improvement. It 
seems to him also that a building of 
mainly horizontal emphasis would provide 
a desirable sense of enclosure on this side 
of the Circus: and again, from pre- 
liminary studies he believes that such a 
building is possible without sacrificing 
planning standards or depriving the 
developer of his normal expectations as 
to the bulk of building to be allowed. He 
would not, however, rule out the addition 
of a tower on the back portion of the site. 
if it were part of a satisfactory composi- 
tion. The advertising panels should, in 
his view, be subservient to the design of 
the building as a whole, instead of, 
as now, appearing to dominate ll 
other design considerations. He accepts 
that such panels should not cover win- 
dows. He recognises that considerable 
decrease in the total area of advertising 
space may be involved in this approach. 
as compared with that envisaged in the 
proposal which was the subject of the 
inquiry. 

But the Minister has also tried to make 
an assessment of the problems relating to 
the redevelopment of Piccadilly Circus as 
a whole, since it seemed to him that a 
decision on the application before him 
could not be taken in isolation from these 
problems. The inquiry has shown a con- 
sensus of view that for a place of this 
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importance there should be a comprehen- 
sive plan to which developers could be 
asked to conform. He agrees with. this, 
and he intends to arrange for his officérs 
to discuss with the Council forthwith the 
possibilities of preparing a plan on these 
lines. As he sees it, while such a plan 
could not lay down rigid requirements in 
matters of design and appearance, it 
could give some indication to developers 
of what was likely to be acceptable in 
these respects, and it would in addition 
concern itself with the traffic problem and 
the need to reconcile the function of the 
Circus as a traffic intersection with its 
function as a place thronged by pedes- 
tridns. Much was said at the inquiry 
about elevated pedestrian footways. The 
Minister thinks that more study is needed 
before any firm view can be taken on the 
practicability of thus separating vehicu- 
lar and pedestrian traffic in the Circus, 
and that such study should proceed as a 
matter of urgericy. 

It is important that any. building put 


up on the Monico site in the meantime 
should not prejudice any comprehensive 
plan which .may be devised. But the 
Minister also recognises that develop- 
ment of this particular site has already 
been greatly delayed, and hopes that it 
may be possible tg enable a building to go 
ahead on this sife without further pro- 
longed lapse of time. As explained earlier, 
his own preliminary view is that a build- 
ing of horizontal emphasis, with an 
extended straight frontage could go for- 
ward on this site without prejudicing 
future traffic requirements, but he sug- 
gests that it will now be desirable for the 
developers to consult the Council afresh 
in the light of his decision on this appli- 
cation and his comments on the need for 
a comprehensive plan for the Circus. 
Finally, he is clear that any new building 
on this important site, if it is to be 
acceptable, must not only meet the tech- 
nical requirements of the site and the 
Circus but must be aesthetically pleasing 
also. 


The Inspector's Report 


6 ) Some. Extracts 


THE REPORT ON THE INQUIRY, made to the 
Minister, Mr. Brooke, by Mr. C. D. 
Buchanan, BSc, AMICE, ARIBA, MTPI, 
is dated March 8. It contains first a short 
description ‘of the proposal followed by 
a brief summary of the main arguments 
and a description of the site. Then set 
out are the representations of the parties 
and interested persons; his own com- 
ments and conclusion follow. Two 
appendices list appearances at the inquiry 
and documents, plans and photographs 
handed in. 

The proposal concerned the site 
bounded by Piccadilly Circus, Shaftes- 
bury-avenue, Dean-street and Glasshouse- 
street, being in part the site of the old 
Monico _ restaurant. Permission was 
sought for a building covering the whole 
site up to first-floor level, with a tower 
rising an additional 12 storeys. There 
would be shops on the lower ground, 
ground and first floors, restaurant on the 
second floor, exhibition halls on the 
third floor and the rest would be offices. 
There would be panels for illuminated 
advertisements on the east, south and 
west sides of the tower rising approxi- 
mately to its full height [172 ft.]. 


Discussions Since Before 1955 


The case for the applicants (Island 
(Piccadilly) Development Ltd. which is 
wholly owned by City Centre Properties, 
Ltd. and the Legal & General Assurance 
Society) for whom Messrs. Cotton, 
Ballard. & Blow had acted as architects 
throughout, was that discussions with the 
LCC had been going on for many years, 
and the first formal application for out- 
line consent in respect of part of the 
island site was submitted in. November, 
1955. No decision was given. on this but 
discussions. continued, with, the. Council 
pressing for increased parking space and 
for the applicants to undertake further 
acquisition of property.. In March, 1957, 
the LCC granted outline consent. for as 
much of the island site as was then under 
the applicants’ control. . . . At the same 


time the Council announced its intention 
to prepare a comprehensive plan for the 
future development of the Circus, and 
advised the applicants to maintain close 
contact with the officers. In July, 1957, 
the applicants acquired Moons Garage to 
the north of the site where there were 
two upper floors capable of being brought 
into parking use. They also acquired 
other properties virtually completing 
their ownership of the whole island 
"yeep 

Towards the end of 1957 a detailed 
plan was put in for a long rectangular 
building on the site and was rejected by 
the Council. In March, 1958, Mr. Frank 
Booth, FRIBA, a partner in the firm of 
Poulson & Booth, of London, was 
appointed as design consultant for the 
elevations of the building. There 
followed a period of close consultation 
with the Council’s officers which cul- 
minated in the submission of a fresh 
application in December, 1958. About 
the same time the Council recommended 
the appointment of a specialist consultant 
for the illuminated signs, and as a result 
Captain Clifford Higgins was. retained in 
January, 1959. 

In February, 1959, the scheme was sub- 
mitted to. the Royal Fine Art Commission 
who ‘ recorded no objection to a building 
of this general. massing and volume in 
this position.” The Commission criticised 
the idea of specially designed panels for 
advertisements preferring that ‘ the whole 
building be treated as a. back-ground for 
a much freer kind of advertising,’ and 
they suggested a lowering of the first- 
floor fascia to bring the elevations more 
into scale with surrounding buildings. 
These were the only criticisms. 


Two ‘ Informative Letters ’ 


On. March 16, 1959, an. ‘ informative 
letter.’ indicated that the. Council would 
give favourable consideration to the 
application subject. to certain conditions. 

Further consultations followed and 
revised plans were submitted in May, 
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1959. . . . - The plans paid heed to the 
RFAC’s point about the fascia level. On 
July 10, 1959, a further ‘ informative 
letter’ from the Council indicated that 
favourable consideration would be given 
to the revised plans subject to certain 
conditions. .. . 


Major Changes Summarised 


Further revisions were made in 
December, 1959, just prior to the Inquiry. 
The following were the major changes 
made since the application of December, 
1958: 

(i) The podium had been lowered some 
five feet to meet the RFAC’s suggestion 
for uniformity of level with the County 
Fire Office. 

(ii) A wall (intended for advertise- 
ments) to the west of the tower above 
the restaurant had been omitted in order 
to secure a balance between’ the 
‘shoulders’ either side of the tower. 

(iii) The top floor (12th) of the tower 
now had windows to the south, thus 
giving a lighter effect. 

(iv) The general fenestration plan had 
been altered to give a lighter, vertical 
effect. 

(v) The side advertisement panels were 
now of the same height. 


Case for the LCC 


The Council’s policy for the Circus was 
based on the County development plan 
approved in March, 1955. The Circus 
was within the ‘ central zone’ which pro- 
vided for flats, hotels, shops, offices, 
places of assembly and licensed premises. 
The programme map showed a road im- 
provement in the second period of the 
plan, this was known as Stage 1 of the 
Piccadilly Circus road improvement and 
comprised the cutting off of the apex of 
the Monico site. The Written Statement 
made clear the Council’s intention to 
maintain areas of special character, and 
to resist proposals likely to increase 
central congestion. A plot ratio of 5:1 
had been defined. The Council had 
further defined its policy in a statement 
attached to the outline consent granted 
to the applicants on March 15, 1957. This 
statement referred to the Council’s con- 
cern for securing a comprehensive plan 
and advised the applicants that officers 
had been instructed to prepare a tenta- 
tive scheme which would in due course 
be discussed with developers. The 
tentative scheme was, of course, the 
Advisory Scheme featuring in the present 
Inquiry. ... 

It was considered that the traffic solu- 
tion should provide more space for 
pedestrian circulation with as great a 
measure of segregation of pedestrians 
from vehicles as possible.... The 
general form of the buildings was based 
on the then known requirements of 
developers.. The possibility of high build- 
ings was not excluded, and in fact one 
building of 230 ft. was suggested for the 
Criterion site. On the Monico site a 
building of 130 ft. was proposed with a 
broadly horizontal emphasis. A_ hotel 
160 ft. high was suggested for the 
Trocadero site. 

On March 25, 1957 the LCC officers 
were: authorised to use the advisory 
scheme as a basis for discussion with

There was first a meeting in 
April, however, of the Government De- 
partments and other bodies to secure 
their reactions. In general the reaction 
was not encouraging, there was no out- 
right opposition but many misgivings were 
expressed and the police in particular 
were concerned about the upper walk- 
ways. ... It was not considered pos- 
sible to proceed with pedestrian arrange- 
ments, in view of the opposition, and the 
matter had to be thought out again... . 

Various earlier schemes by the appli- 
cants might be said to have terminated 
with the submission of sketch scheme 6 
towards the end of 1957, this scheme 
being rejected for many reasons including 
excessive plot ratio and architectural 
appearance. Discussions followed with 
the applicants regarding the general 
design problem. Assuming, which the 
Council was bound to do, that the appli- 
cants were entitled to seek whole-site 
coverage up to the first floor, the problem 
was to dispose of the remaining two- 
fifths of the accommodation on 
this podium. Regard also had to be paid 
to the fact that the applicants did not 
favour departmental store use of the 
second and third floors which rendered 
impracticable the idea of a _ horizontal 
panel for advertisements because daylight 
would now be required from the main 
frontage. This being a difficult design 
problem there was nothing unusual in 
the Council’s own staff tackling it to see 
the possibilities. ... Eventually it was 
judged that a cruciform tower was the 
only practicable solution; it would pro- 
vide ample advertising space in purpose 
designed panels but would yet permit 
good interior daylighting from the flanks. 

A sketch of this idea, with possible 
floor plans at the various levels, was 
given to the applicants on March 12, 1958. 
The applicants’ architects, Cotton, Ballard 
& Blow, then worked upon it; they modi- 
fied the strict cruciform shape of the 
tower mainly by producing a recessed 
northern elevation and from this resulted 
the formal submission of December, 1958. 


Visit to the RFAC 


On February 11, 1959, Mr. Hubert 
Bennett [Architect to the LCC] accom- 
panied by Mr. Frank Booth for the appli- 
cants, met the technical committee of the 
Royal Fine Art Commission. Mr. Basil 
Spence, Mr. Lionel Brett and Mr. G. A. 
Jellicoe were the architects present on the 
committee. The plans of the building 
were discussed, and it was Mr. Bennett's 
suggestion, agreed to by the committee, 
that the podium fascia should be re- 
aligned to accord with the height of the 
string-course of the County Fire Office 
arches. The only point the committee 
had to raise concerned advertisements, 
Mr. Brett and Mr. Spence having some 
idea that the signs should be freely 
displayed all over the building. 

The views of the committee were con- 
firmed on behalf of the Commission in a 
letter of February 17. The point about 
the podium fascia was adopted as though 
it were the Commission's own point, and 
the point about advertisements was re- 
made with a reference to Scandinavian 
practice. Very imvortantly also the Com- 
mission accepted the building for its 


general massing and volume, and this 
clearly amounted to a general approval of 
the architectural concept. .. . 

The architectural quality of the build- 
ing was a matter of taste. It was the 
Council’s view, supported by their very 
experienced architect, that the building 
was entirely satisfactory. . . . The Coun- 
cil had no grievance against the Royal 
Fine Art Commission. ... It just seemed 
that in writing the letter of December 15 
the Commission were stampeded by the 
general atmosphere created prior to the 
Inquiry. 


The Architects’ and Developers’ Case 


The case for Messrs. Cotton, Ballard 
& Blow and City Centre Properties Ltd.. 
was that no one could question the im- 
portance of this site, nor the Minister's 
action in calling the case in, but it was 
right to recall that the scheme had the 
approval of the statutory planning 
authority, that the project had been ham- 
mered out in consultations over many 
years at great expense, and that the acti- 
vities of the developers were leading to a 
much more comprehensive development 
of the site than would have been possible 
otherwise. 


The Inspector's Comments 


In his comments, the Inspector writes 
that this is a case of the greatest interest 
involving almost every aspect of city 
centre redevelopment. ... The matters 
to be discussed fall into three groups— 
the building design, advertisements and 
comprehensive development. ... In the 
paragraphs that follow I refer to all those 
who opposed the application at the In- 
quiry as ‘the objectors.’ I think 
the Royal Fine Art Commission can also 
be included amongst ‘the objectors. 
There was a suggestion for the applicants 
and the Council that the Commission’s 
true view was that expressed in their 
letter of February, 1959.... I feel bound 
to accept that the December, 1959 letter 
represents the considered views of the 
Commission, but equally I agree with 
the applicants that much confusion would 
have been avoided if the Commission had 
been able to reach their main conclusions 
when they first saw the plans in February 
For the applicants it was said that it was 
a good design, and the weighty testimony 
of Sir Howard Robertson was given in 
support. It was pointed out that when 
the design was first shown in the Press 
in March, 1959, though there was some 
criticism there was no general outcry. ... 
When further sketches were published 
however, following Mr. Cotton’s Press 
conference in October, 1959 there was an 
outcry but, it was suggested, the only valid 
explanation for the change of front was 
that a campaign against the project had 
been whipped up. . . ._ I think the appli- 
cants must now greatly regret that they 
put out the perspective sketch which they 
did at Mr. Cotton’s Press conference in 
October, 1959. This was the drawing 
showing the building with a crane on top 
and a large advertisement ‘Snap Plom 
for Vigour’ on the main front panel. Had 
this not been issued, it is a fair guess that 
the building would now be in course of 
erection. ... 

I think a great deal of the architec- 
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tural difficulty arises from the shape of 
the site.... Even granted the possibility 
of building to the height of the County 
Fire Office, or a bit more, along the 
frontage, the triangular shape of the site 
is still unfavourable to a satisfactory 
effect of enclosure. For this reason I 
much favour the suggestions by Miss Jane 
Drew and Dr. Thomas Sharp for a 
lengthening of the straight frontage to the 
Circus by swinging Shaftesbury-avenue 
round so that it enters the Circus further 
to the east and in a more nearly north- 
south direction. There was some 
questioning by objectors whether a high 
building is required or suitable at this 
point. I would not myself exclude a high 
building from playing some part in a com- 
position for the Circus, but I share the 
objectors’ doubts whether a baldly central 
position on a restricted site on the north 
side is suitable. 

Summarising my comments on the 
building design, I think there is much 
weight in the objectors’ view that the 
design, in the strictly architectural sense, 
is unsatisfactory for this prominent site. 
There may yet be other basic solutions 
that would yield a better result, but the 
fact remains that even after all the effort 
by the applicants to acquire a sizeable 
area for redevelopment, the site is awk- 
ward and restricted. The project would 
attract greater numbers of people to the 
Circus but without offering any immediate 
and substantial improvement in amenities 
for pedestrians, but this again is partly 
a reflection of the difficulties of the site. 
The car-parking arrangements are not 
wholly satisfactory and represent a 
measure of evasion of the purpose of the 
Council's parking standards. 


The Advertisements 


The advertising arrangements are of 
course quite inseparable from the general 
design of the building. I have not 
seen Times Square [New York] but I 
agree with Mr. Osbert Lancaster in being 
fearful of the idea of large signs without 
subtlety dominating Piccadilly Circus, and 
still more fearful of the final result if other 
advertising towers were permitted. The 
importance of the present case is that it 
is the first time full-scale tower adver- 
tising has been proposed in London... . 

There was much discussion during the 
Inquiry about the way the legal powers 
of advertising control would apply to the 
large panels. Whether for instance West- 
minster City Council would license a 
whole panel or give separate approval for 
individual designs. ... If approval was 
given to the building design as submitted 
with its special panels for advertisements, 
it would in commonsense imply approval 
of the use of the whole of the panel area 
for advertisements, and it would be of no 
avail for anyone to come along later and 
seek to restrict. for example, the height 
to which advertisements should extend. 


Comprehensive Development 
The present is a critical time for the 


Circus. There is little of any architectural 
value there at present, redevelopment of 
the greater part is more or less imminent, 
and it seems open to us to make anything 
we desire of the place.... I would hesi- 
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tate to offer advice on an issue of this 
kind were it not for one factor which 
seems to render it almost inevitable that 
the sights should be set high. I refer to 
the insistent problems of motor traffic 
which seem to be demanding radical new 
thinking on urban forms and arrange- 
ments.... I feel far from satisfied that 
the Council’s comprehensive scheme in 
its present state of evolution, or even the 
original advisory scheme, shows a suffi- 
ciently fundamental grasp of the traffic 
problems. . 


To summarise my comments on com- 
prehensive development, I take it for 
granted that there should be a com- 
prehensive plan but it should be a plan 
in which certain critical matters are 
firmly secured against all possibility of 
erosion during negotiations with de- 
velopers. I cannot advise that either the 
LCC’s advisory scheme, or their present 
modification of that scheme, are soundly 
based on matters of traffic, particularly in 
the all-important matter of pedestrian 
movement. 


My own view is that more drastic 
treatment is necessary to deal with traffic, 
and in that case great scope is presented 
for novel and _ stimulating solutions. 
Although I think large-scale redevelop- 
ment would bring its own rewards in the 
long run, I would not attempt to minimise 
the great financial and organisational diffi- 
culties involved. While the present appli- 
cation for the Monico site conforms to 
the Council’s present comprehensive plan, 
I do not consider there is any chance of 
its conforming to a more radical plan, in- 
deed I am sure it would prejudice it. 


Conclusion 


So many questions of taste and policy 
are involved in this case that I have con- 
sidered it inadvisable to tender a formal 
recommendation. My comments, how- 
ever, yill have made my own views clear 
on the architectural and planning matters, 
within my professional scope. I think I 
can sum these up by one question and 
answer. The question I have repeatedly 
asked myself is whether the present pro- 
ject, and the planning proposals with 
which it is associated, make the best of 
the opportunity which is now unfolding 
for Piccadilly Circus. I have not found 
it possible to give an affirmative answer. 


Statement by Mr. Basil Spence, 
PRIBA 


IN THE COURSE of a statement on the sub- 
ject, MR. BASIL SPENCE, RA, PRIBA, said: 
‘The RIBA will certainly study the Mini- 
ster’s decision and the Inspector’s report 
with the greatest care, because the acute 
difficulties that arose at Piccadilly Cir- 
cus, and particularly the problem of 
reconciling its uses as a traffic intersection 
and a pedestrian concourse, are to be 
found in every town and city in Britain. 

*‘] am very glad that the Minister has 
insisted on the need for a comprehensive 
plan for the redevelopment of Piccadilly 
Circus as a whole, though I would say 
that a comprehensive plan is needed for 


an area very much larger than the Circus 
itself. The piecemeal redevelopment of 
small sites will prove disastrous if it 
is allowed to continue. The Minister, and 
the Government, will now have to face 
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up to the financial and legal difficulties 
that are deterring comprehensive re- 
development of such areas, and the RIBA 
is ready to give any assistance in its 
power for this purpose.’ 


The Week in Parliament 


From Our Parliamentary Correspondent 


The Roads Programme 


THE MINISTER OF TRANSPORT, Mr. Ernest 
Marples, and his Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Mr. John Hay, have been facing a 
weekly quiz at question time on the roads 
programme. During exchanges on May 
18, MR. WEDGWOOD BENN, for the Opposi- 
tion, contended that the difficulty was 
that there was no public national plan 
for road building. He pointed out that 
civil engineering contractors had com- 
plained only a few days previously that 
they had as many road-building machines 
idle as they had in use. 

MR. MARPLES Said that if Mr. Benn com- 
pared what was being done now in build- 
ing and improving roads with what was 
done by the Labour Party he thought 
Mr. Benn would find ‘an improvement.’ 
This reply and another similar one by 
Mr. Hay annoyed Opposition MPs, who 
had been tackling him particularly about 
the classified roads programme. Local 
highway authorities have the respon- 
sibility of improving these and MR. HAY 
related how the authorities applied to the 
Ministry for grants towards the cost of 
major improvements. The large number 
of schemes in relation to the funds at 
their disposal made a priority system 
necessary whereby schemes were 
selected for grant on the basis of need 
and urgency. This meant that schemes 
must often be deferred and both he and 
the Minister emphasised that outright 
refusal was rare. 

MR. MARPLES declined to publish a 
White Paper setting out details of the 
Government’s road building programme 
for the next five years. ‘I think it would 
be undesirable to announce detailed 
plans a long way ahead,’ he said. 


Design of Traffic Signs 

Fuller powers are to be provided under 
the Road Traffic and Roads Improvement 
Bill to enable the Minister of Transport 
to deal with temporary traffic signs in 
the London Traffic Area, and the com- 
mittee of MPs who last week finished 
considering the details of the measure 
have approved the proposals. 

MR. WEDGWOOD BENN Said some expendi- 
ture in the direction of the standardisa- 
tion of signs would not be out of place. 
In designing traffic signs there should be 
some co-ordination between the Minister 
and the Council of Industrial Design. The 
quality of traffic signs was appalling. The 
M.1 had the first successful traffic signs, 
being both readable and beautiful. Why 
not, have beautiful signs in London? Let 
there be co-operation between the 
Minister and the Council of Industrial 
Design, architects and engineers and make 
London not only an easy but a pleasant 
place to pass through. 


MR, JOHN HAY Said they had to do much 
more about proper sign posting and they 
accepted the suggestion that there should 
be co-operation between the Ministry and 
the Council of Industrial Design on the 
design of signs. He had always_been im- 
pressed with the French road signs. 


Automatic Garages 


MR. MAYHEW asked the Minister of 
Transport what encouragement he was 
giving to local authorities to construct 
automatic multi-storey garages. 

MR. MARPLES.—‘I am always ready to 
view sympathetically applications by local 
authorities for loan sanction and compul- 
sory purchase orders for the purpose of 
providing off-street parking facilities. 
These may include automatic multi-storey 
garages where appropriate.’ 


Other Business 


London Airport Terminal Buildings 


MR. LANGFORD-HOLT asked the Minister 
of Aviation on May 2 why no air con- 
ditioning was incorporated in the central 
terminal building at London Airport. 

MR. G. RIPPON, Parliamentary Secretary: 
‘The building is mechanically ventilated 
with six changes of air an hour and it was 
not considered that the high cost of full 
air-conditioning would be justified.’ 


Misuse of Planning Laws 


SIR HERBERT BUTCHER asked the Minis- 
ter of Housing and Local Government on 
May 3 if he was aware of the growing 
tendency of local authorities to use the 
planning laws to obtain valuable con- 
siderations in the shape either of the 
acquisition of land below its true value 
or the compulsory user of premises or 
part of premises for specified and often 
unremunerative purposes as a condition 
precedent of granting planning permis- 
sion; and whether he would take steps to 
restrain such practices. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘I am not aware 
that local authorities are misusing their 
planning powers in the way suggested. If 
Sir H. Butcher will send me particulars 
of any cases, I will investigate them.’ 


Fulham Hospital Rebuilding 


MR. D. WALKER-SMITH, Minister of 
Health, said on May 9 when asked when 
the rebuilding of Fulham Hospital would 
begin, that planning was in progress but it 
was too early to be able to say when build- 
ing work would begin. MR. MICHAEL 
STEWART Said that according to his infor- 
mation the plans for the new building had 
not yet been put before the governors of 
the hospital. They had been concerned in

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Fulham over the fact that every time this 
subject was discussed the number of 
beds for the proposed hospital seemed to 
become smaller. They were anxious to 
know what was the plan before the num- 
ber shrank any more. 

THE MINISTER said that plans in the 
technical sense did not exist as yet as 
the schedules of accommodation had not 
yet been fixed. They could not have 
plans until they had the schedules of 
accommodation. ‘I am convinced,’ he 
added, ‘that in hospital building the 
right thing is to get a clear definition of 
the schedules of accommodation and 
adhere to it. That is the only way to 
speed up the procedure of hospital 
building.’ 


Park Lane Improvement Scheme 


Tackled about completing the Park 
Lane improvement scheme in less than 
28 months, MR. JOHN HAY, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Transport, indi- 
cated on May 10 that the programme for 
the scheme had been worked out very 
carefully by the LCC. Their plans had 
been prepared in consultation with his 
department, the Minister of Works, the 
Metropolitan Police, the contractor and 
other bodies concerned. Parts of the 
scheme would be opened to traffic as they 
were finished and he was satistied that if 
traffic was to be kept moving while work 
was in progress 28 months was the best 
possible time that could be achieved for 
completing the scheme. 

Asking the Minister to look at this 
again, MR. DRIBERG observed that pre- 
sumably night working would be expen- 
sive. MR. HAY said he had looked closely 
into the plans. They were dealing with 
two of the busiest road junctions in the 
country. As St. George’s Hospital was 
at Hyde Park corner they had been 
obliged to abandon work between 11 p.m. 
and 7 a.m. in the interests of patients. 


Distribution of Industry 


MR. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Board of Trade, said on May 10 
that they were satisfied that the powers 
in respect of IDCs were adequate to carry 
out the Government policy of obtaining a 
proper balance and_ distribution of 
industry. The President of the Board of 
Trade did not think it necessary to make 
a further statement on policy. 

MR. WILLIAM ROSS asked the Board of 
Trade to adopt a most positive control, 
as suggested by the Scottish TUC, and 
give greater priority to areas of greater 
need. MR. RODGERS explained that they 
divided the whole country roughly into 
three areas. In one area they tried to 
steer industry by means of IDCs and 
Government help. In another area they 
tried to prevent any industrial develop- 
ment taking place except in the most 
exceptional circumstances, and _ then 
there were the ‘ grey’ areas where IDCs 
would normally be granted. Each case 
was considered on its merits. 


Fylingdales Scheme and RFAC 

Asked if the designs for the various 
buildings of the Fylingdales early warn- 
ing station had been or would be sub- 
mitted to the Royal Fine Art Commission 


and if he would tell the House the Com- 
mission’s opinion of them, MR. GEORGE 
WARD, Secretary of State for Air, replied 
on May 11.—* The RFAC were sent an 
outline of the proposed development in- 
cluding a description of the technical 
buildings. Their comments did not in- 
clude any observations on the buildings 
themselves. They were, of course. aware 
that we were discussing details with the 
Park Planning Committee, who are the 
local planning authority for the area, and 
the National Parks Commission. These 
bodies have already approved in principle 
our proposals for siting, layout, design 
and treatment of buildings.’ 

MR. DRIBERG asked if it was correct 
that the main structures would consist of 
three enormous balls. If these were as 
large as they were reported to be would 
not all the assurance about landscaping 
be superfluous? MR. WARD said the radar 
domes were rather large but they had 
agreed to paint them any colour which 
they were asked to paint them to blend 
in with the landscape. They were employ- 
ing a landscape consultant to advise them 
on it. 


Planning Decisions 


SIR KEITH JOSEPH. Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, stated in a written answer 
on May 16.—‘In the six months from 
October 1, 1959 to March 31, 1960, 3,255 
appeals under section 16 of the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, were 
decided. 2,346 were decided after a 
public local inquiry or hearing; of these 
1,755 were dismissed and 591 allowed. 
155 decisions were contrary to the recom- 
mendation of the Inspector. 909 were 
decided on the written representations of 
the parties; of these, 585 were dismissed 
and 324 were allowed. Separate figures 
are not available for cases decided after a 
hearing, as distinct from a public local 
inquiry, but very few appeals, if any, 
were dealt with during this period by way 
of a hearing.’ 


Acquisition of Farmland 


MR. JOHN HARE, Minister of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food, stated in a written 
answer on May 16 that it was proposed 
when a suitable opportunity occurred to 
make provision in a Government Bill to 
put agricultural occupiers on the same 
footing as business occupiers under Sec- 
tion 13 of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act, 1959. That would enable 
public authorities which acquired agricul- 
tural land for public services and served 
notice to quit on the tenants to pay 
allowances at their discretion towards the 
tenants’ losses due to the interruption 
of their livelihood, in addition to the 
compensation for disturbance which they 
were required to pay under the Agricul- 
tural Holdings Act, 1948. 


Redevelopment of Carlton Gardens 


MR. KENNETH ROBINSON aSked the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, on May 17, 
whether the Crown Estate Commissioners 
had communicated to him their plans for 
the redevelopment of Carlton-gardens, 
SWI; and what was the nature of the 
proposals. 


MR. HEATHCOAT AMORY.—‘ The Crown 
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Estate Commissioners have informed me 
that they are considering a scheme for 
redevelopment on the sites of Nos. 5, 6 
and 7 Carlton-gardens by the erection of 
a new building to contain offices and 
flats.’ 

There were cheers when MR. ROBINSON 
asked why was it that redevelopment in 
London always involved the demolition 
of their most attractive buildings. These 
buildings were part of Nash's great 
scheme much of which had already dis- 
appeared. Would the Chancellor try and 
use his influence with the Commissioners, 
who had shown themselves sensitive to 
public opinion as regards the Regent’s 
Park Terrace, and get them to think 
again? 

MR. AMORY replied that he agreed in 
general. But these buildings would not 
have been scheduled as of historic or 
architectural interest if they had not been 
Crown property. The drawings were 
being submitted to the Royal Fine Art 
Commission and after that to the LCC as 
planning authority and the Crown Estate 
trustees would not take any action until 
they had received reports from both these 
bodies. 


Euston Station 


MR. WYATT aSked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on May 17, 
whether he would place a preservation 
order on the various buildings at Euston 
Station which the British Transport Com- 
mission had served notice that they 
intend to demolish. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, wrote.—‘The LCC have expert 
advice that the Great Hall at Euston 
prevents full advantage being taken of 
the Euston main line electrification. The 
Minister does not therefore feel justified 
in intervening, though he regrets the loss 
of the Hall. The experts advised that 
the Doric Arch must be moved but 
re-erected elsewhere on the site. The 
LCC are in touch with the British Trans- 
port Commission on this and Mr. Brooke 
has asked to be kept informed.’ 


The Brick Shortage 


COMMANDER MAITLAND asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment on May 17, if he was aware that 
delays in the supply of bricks were 
creating considerable difficulties in the 
Spilsby region of Lincolnshire and were 
causing unemployment; and what steps he 
had taken to improve the situation. 

MR. BROOKE wrote.—‘ I received a letter 
from the Spilsby RDC the day after 
Cmdr. Maitland put down his question, 
and I am asking the council for further 
information. I have had no other com- 
plaints from this part of the country and, 
as regards unemployment locally, 
vacancies for building tradesmen far 
exceed the number of unemployed.’ 


Development in North-East 


‘ There have been so far 16 preliminary 
applications for assistance under the 
Local Employment Act for development 
in the north-east. In addition, there 
have been about 150 inquiries from firms 
who appear to be interested.’ (Board of 
Trade, May 17). 








Architects and Hospital Design 
Planning and Building New Hospitals 


A PAPER entitled ‘The hospital service: 
today and tomorrow,” by MR. W. E. HALL, 
Fics. Director of the Division of Hospital 
Facilities, King Edward’s Hospital Fund 
for London, was given to the annual con- 
ference of the Chartered Institute of Sec- 
retaries, held at Norwich on May 19. 
Following are extracts from Mr. Hall’s 
paper: 

Because of the time it takes to plan 
and build a hospital, and the continuous 
rapid advances in medical knowledge and 
technique, a hospital may soon be out-of- 
date. It is therefore reasonable to include 
in the original design some provision for 
a limited flexibility in the space alloca- 
tions, and even for modest expansion, but 
a hospital which is out of balance because 
parts of it are  disproportionately 
expanded, or because it remains uncom- 
pleted for a number of years, may prove 
to be grossly uneconomical in mainte- 
nance costs. 

It is claimed that, compared with a 
multi-storey building, a _ single-storey 
structure is cheaper and easier to build, 
allows more freedom for the future 
growth of departments, and reduces the 
time absorbed in traffic movements within 
the building. On the other hand, in a 


multi-storey building the pattern of a 
ward, for example, can be repeated ver- 
tically; this reduces the cost of plumbing 
and other expensive services, gives oppor- 
tunities for mechanical transport by lifts, 
and offers considerable possibilities of 
Savings in cleaning, heating and lighting 
costs. 

One may also doubt whether it is good 
policy to use up valuable land by a 
sprawling single-storey building; surely 
it is preferable to see a small area taken 
up by a compact building and the 
remainder of the site developed as 
recreational gardens, isolating the hospi- 
tal from the noise of traffic, etc? 

The size of a hospital is obviously a 
matter of great importance, for at one 
end of the scale there is the hospital 
which, although providing essential ser- 
vices, is too small to be economical in 
maintenance, whereas at the other end, 
there is the very large hospital which 
tends to be unwieldy to manage and 
unfriendly in its general atmosphere. The 
indications are that for a general hospital 
of the future a range of 400 to 600 beds 
might be regarded as an optimum size 
both from the point of view of manage- 
ment and staffing as well as the need for

Insulation of Cavity Walling ; Inaccurate Advertisement Drawings 


Insulation for Cavity Walling 


sir,—In an article on ‘ Better Insulation 
for Cavity Walling and Roofing’ in your 
issue of April 15, it was stated that 
‘glass fibre is hygroscopic to a degree.’ 
This is not so. At the densities at which 
glass fibre materials are normally used in 
this application, they are neither hygro- 
scopic nor are they capable of any 
capillary attraction. 


So far as the moisture migration across 
the cavity goes the critical feature of any 
filler which is placed in the cavity is not 
whether it is hygroscopic but whether it 
exhibits any wicking. The resin bonded 
Fibreglass which is used in cavity wall 
insulation does not wick moisture and, 
providing no moisture droppings are left 
across the cavity, then the cavity wall 
insulation will not transmit moisture. 


The inner leaf of a cavity wall can 
become moist due to humid conditions 
indoors and invariably the only way in 
which moisture can escape from this 
inner leaf is by movement outwards. If 
a vapour barrier in the cavity prevents 
this movement then there can be quite a 
large build-up of moisture in the inner 
leaf over a period of time. One of the 
main advantages of using a material such 
as Fibreglass cavity wall insulation is 
that it does not incorporate in itself a 
vapour barrier.

Motorways Construction 


Opposition to Minister’s Policy on Consulting Engineers 


THE REPLACING of county council staff by 
consulting engineers as agents on the con- 
struction of future motorways as pro- 
posed by the Minister of Transport 
(reported in ‘The Builder’ of May 20. 
page 977) was strongly attacked at a 
meeting of the West Riding County 
Council on May 18. 

The West Riding highways committee 
had asked the Minister to nominate the 
county council as his agents for the pre- 
paration and supervision of the construc- 
tion of the proposed Leeds-Sheffield 
motorway. The Minister had indicated 
that it was for the county council to 
convince him in any particular case that 
an exception should be made. The high- 
ways committee report stated that they 
were satisfied there was ample justifica- 
tion for the request, having regard to the

ALD. A. DWYER, chairman of the high 
ways committee, said they felt very bitter 
about the proposed change. He felt the 
change was the thin end of the wedge.

MAJOR J. H. HUDSON, vice-chairman 
of the council, said the proposal was ‘a 
threat to county councils as major high- 
way authorities.’ He felt that the proposal 
would have a serious effect on the county 
council’s recruitment of high-class profes- 
sional staff because the consultants would 
require large increases of their own staff 
and would offer salaries which would pro- 
bably draw them away from local high-' 
way authorities.

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Building in the City 


Half the Bombed Floor Space Now Replaced 


MR. B. G. ARTHUR, Chairman of the Im- 
provements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee, told the Court of Common Coun- 
cil of the City of London on May 12 that 
roughly half of the floor space lost in the 
City as a result of enemy action had been 
or would shortly be replaced. This had 
been achieved at a cost of £75m. 

Mr. Arthur, who was presenting a re- 
view of the committee’s work in 1959, 
emphasised the extent to which post-war 
city development was becoming more ex- 
clusively an office area with less space 
devoted to warehouses and commerce. 

Although the city was only half-way 
towards complete reconstruction, floor 
space devoted to office use already ex- 
ceeded the pre-war use by 7} per cent. 
‘It seems therefore that with the con- 
tinued demand for office accommodation 
it becomes increasingly important to keep 
a:close scrutiny on the growth of office 
user if our maximum daytime population, 
which has been fixed at 472,000, is not to 
be grossly exceeded in future.’ 

They had already helped by the fact 
that of the four large areas of war damage 
remaining, namely Tower Hill, Queen 
Victoria-street, Paternoster-row and the 
Barbican, two of them were unlikely to 
be devoted to office use. 

This, said Mr. Arthur, was because the 
Barbican area was zoned as *‘ residential’ 
and Queen Victoria-street as ‘ commerce.’ 
This meant that any office user would be 
limited to floor space approximately half 
of that which would be permitted for 
commercial use, and this left the daytime 
population unaffected despite the more 
intensive use. 


Fewer Planning Refusals 


The number of refusals of applications 
for planning permission continued to de- 
cline. This, he felt, was a gratifying state 
of affairs and reflected the increasing co- 
operation between the developer, his 
architect and the planning authority. 

The review stated that the progress of 
post-war reconstruction had been main- 
tained during the year. Work on a 
further Im. sq. ft. of floor space had been 
started. This now brought the overall 
floor space of post-war replacement and 
floor space in course of replacement, to 
over 14m. sq. ft. 

As in previous years, office building 
had predominated and the total floor 
space exclusively used for office purposes 
now exceeded 404m. sq. ft., which repre- 
sented an excess of 7} per cent over the 
pre-war office space. 

The amount of office floor space com- 
pleted during the year was 1,295,000 sq. 
ft. and comprised some 32 major build- 
ing projects. The estimated capital cost 
of these buildings, excluding land, was in 
the region of £7m. A further 31 major 
projects were under construction at the 
end of the year. 

Capital expenditure on major projects 
built in the post-war period up to the end 
of last year was estimated at £56m. and 
capital expenditure work at present under 
construction at £19m. The estimated 


cost of capital expenditure if work was 
commenced on projects for which plan- 
ning permission has been given was £24m. 

The review pointed out that the cur- 
rent standard provision for car parking 
accommodation in new office buildings in 
the city was one car space (16 ft. x 8 ft.) 
for every 2,500 sq. ft. of gross floor space, 
and stated that the total accommodation 
made available in this way to date would 
provide accommodation for no less than 
4,000 vehicles. 

The London County Council had 
adopted a more stringent standard—one 
car space per 2,000 sq. ft. of gross floor 
space—but this standard was not con- 
sidered justifiable in the City, where 
multi-storey car parks were to be pro- 
vided. The issue would no doubt be 
decided by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government. 

Gross expenditure on all land acquisi- 
tion and site clearance up to the end of 
the year was £22,177,010, which was 
reduced by the receipt of converted value 
payments to a net figure of £19,638,744. 
Of this total a net expenditure of 
£1,249,507, was incurred in 1959. 

The purchase notice acquisitions had 
remained at a nominal level—only two 
notices being confirmed during the year 
and three completions being effected. 
The inevitable time factor in obtaining 
confirmation of compulsory purchase 
orders had reduced the number of pur- 
chases under this heading. 

On the other hand, there had been an 
increase in the number of purchases by 
agreement, particularly where compulsory 
purchase orders were awaiting confirma- 
tion and the properties were urgently 
required, and also in cases where pro- 
perties were affected by ‘ planning blight’ 
(where owners were unable to sell their 
properties because they were affected by 
the Corporation’s planning proposals). 

Purchase notice properties and pur- 
chases by agreement were transferred to 
redevelopment units as they were formed 
and to date 532 of the total of such 
purchases had been transferred. 

The majority of war-damaged land re- 
quired for redevelopment had already 
been acquired and more purchases were 
now taking place of occupied buildings 
affected by planning proposals. 


Redevelopment Units 


On progress in redevelopment units, the 
review says that 29 units have now been 
approved by the Court. Further units now 
under consideration were No. 32 (Aldersgate- 
street, west side); No. 35 (Cheapside, south), 
No. 39 (Cheapside, north); No. 40 (Holborn 
Circus); No. 41 (Printer-street area); No. 42 
(Queen Victoria-street, south side); and No. 
43 (Ludgate Hill, south side). 

The Court approved the following recom- 
mendations of the Improvements and Town 
Planning Committee: 

To permit the erection of an addition on 
the roof of the ‘ Evening Standard’ building, 
47 Shoe-lane, for use as offices (Ellis, Clarke 
and Gallannaugh, 37 Soho-square, W1); 

To grant permission on an outline appli- 
cation for rebuilding of the war damaged 
Block ‘ U’ at Brooks Wharf, Upper Thames- 
street, for use as offices ancillary to the ad- 
jacent warehouses, and as showrooms 
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(Kersey, Gale and Spooner, Vintry House, 
Queen Street-place, EC4); 

To approve drawings for the erection of 
an office building with retail shops on the 
ground floor frontage to Cheapside, Bow 
Churchyard and Bread-street, including a 
basement car park, at Bow Bells House, 46 to 
55 Cheapside, 51 to 66 Bread-street, 78, 
79 and 79A Watling-street, | to 4 and parts 
of 7 and 8 Bow Churchyard and Star Court 
(Cotton, Ballard and Blow, 5 Baker-street, 
WI). 


Building Near St. Paul’s 


MR. G. M. VINE asked whether the atten- 
tion of the chairman of the Improvements 
and Town Planning Committee had been 
drawn to a statement in the * Industrial 
Daily News’ that a building was to be 
erected on the site south of St. Paul's 
and adjoining the College of Heralds con- 
taining about 200,000 sq. ft. of office space 
together with a museum for the College 
of Heralds. 

‘Having regard to the fact that when 
developers were asked to tender subject 
to considerations which would provide 
only about 125,000 sq. ft., is he in a 
position to make any statement? ’ 

The chairman, MR. ARTHUR, Said that 
on February 26 last the Court accepted 
an offer of Priane Investments Ltd. to 
enter into a building agreement and to 
take a lease of the site which forms part 
of the Bridge House Estates. One of the 
terms of the agreement provided that the 
proposed lessee must obtain planning 
permission. 

Mr. Arthur said that an application for 
this permission was received by the City 
Planning Officer on May 10 and the 
accompanying plans, which had been de- 
posited for approval, provided for 148,900 
sq. ft. of office floor space. His com- 
mittee had not yet had an opportunity 
to consider the application. 

‘I have, however, ascertained that the 
original tender included a plan which 
indicated the site areas which would be 
developed and stipulated a maximum 
height and number of floors above ground 
level for the various blocks, but did not 
limit the overall floor space which could 
be provided to 125,000 sq. ft. 

‘In fact, the amount of office floor 
space that can be provided in this de- 
velopment is governed by the amount that 
the architect can devise which will satisfy 
the planning requirements for the site as 
shown on the plan.’ 


Export Promotion Leaflets 


DETAILS OF the ways in which industry 
can co-operate in Britain's overseas pub- 
licitv are explained in a new edition of 
the Government’s Export Promotion 
Leaflets published by COI. Any company 
with a good news story to tell is offered 
considerable opportunities of obtaining 
editorial publicity overseas by working 
with the Government Information Ser 
vices.

Labour Shortage in Buckinghamshire 


County's Difficulties Accentuated by Wage Increase 


BUCKINGHAMSHIRE county works com- 
mittee state in a report to the council 
that they are experiencing considerable 
difficulty in obtaining sufficient labour for 
the current building programme, and the 
wage award to building trade operatives 
of 24d. an hour effective from April 18 
last is making it difficult to obtain 
tenders for school building within the 
cost-per-place limits set by the Minister 
of Education. 

The committee report that they have 
the position under constant review, and 
are doing what they can to encourage 
contractors to tender for the council’s 
work, They have considered the possible 
future use of labour-saving proprietary 
systems of construction, but are satisfied 
that, in general, these are not such a good 


capital investment as traditional construc- 
tion, and are no cheaper. 

The increased cost to the council of 
the pay award to building trade operatives 
in respect of the projects for which 
tenders are being invited this financial 
year is estimated at £39,000. The current 
cost-per-place figures were first fixed by 
the Minister in 1954, and since that time 
increases in the figures amounting in all 
to 5.5 per cent have been permitted. 

During the period since 1954, however, 
wages in the building industry and asso- 
ciated payments for insurances and 
holidays-with-pay have risen by 40.5 per 
cent. During the same period building 
materials have risen in price by 12 per 
cent.

Godalming Planning Appeal Allowed 


Council ‘Misinformed Themselves’ of Scope of Control 


AN APPEAL by a firm of hatters’ furriers, 
Cc. M. Gay and Co. Ltd., against the 
refusal of Godalming Town Council (act- 
ing for Surrey County Council) to grant 
planning permission for alterations to 
their premises at No. 49 High-street, 
Godalming, has been allowed by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. 

At the local inquiry the Town Council 
submitted that the magnitude of the 
alterations proposed amounted to re- 
developing the site for industrial use. The 
company contended that all they wished 
to do was to carry out necessary altera- 
tions to premises for which there was an 
existing use. 

In a letter announcing the decision, the 
Ministry say that in the opinion of the 
Inspector, the local authority, ‘in their 
desire to get rid of a non-conforming 
industry, have misinformed themselves as 
to the scope of their planning control.’ 
The appellants had applied merely to 
improve and reconstruct the building; 
there was no extension and the external 
alteration and removal of the goods 
entrance to the yard would be an im- 
provement. 

The access to the road was thoroughly 
bad and could not be improved, but it 
had been long established, and the appel- 
lants had a right to use it in either direc- 
tion. Even this use was preferable to 
loading and unloading on the highway. 


The Inspector said that if the Council 
felt strongly about this non-conforming 
industry they should extinguish the user 
by an order under Section 26 of the 
Town and Country Planning Act. He 
recommended that the appeal should be 
allowed on the grounds that the interior 
improvements and replacements were not 
development; the external alterations 
would be a great improvement to the 
appearance of the building; and the 
removal of the goods entrance from the 


High-street to the back yard would 
result in less interference with traffic. 


In granting the appeal, the Minister 
said that with regard to making an order 
under Section 26 of the Act, the matter 
rested with the local planning authority 
and he had not considered the merits of 
such action.

Director-Designate’s Views on Education 


BUILDING EDUCATION in the years ahead 
was briefly surveyed by Dr. C. A. Hart, 
CMG, TD, DSc(Eng), PhD, Director- 
Designate LMBA, when he responded to 
the toast of the guests (proposed by Mr. 
C. F. Elvins, FIOB, Junior Vice-Chairman 
of the Area), at the luncheon given by 
the Association’s Central Area No. 3 and 
held in the Stationers’ Hall, EC4, on 
May 10 with Mr. L. H. Colls, FIOB, in 
the chair. A short account of the 
luncheon was given on May 13 issue. 
DR. HART said that after years of 
activity abroad in a constant and relent- 
less atmosphere of change, he could 
sense here in England that fundamental 
changes in outlook were now stirring in 
the world of building. He continued: 


Professional Aspect of Management 


‘We often refer to the three profes- 
sions, architects, surveyors and builders. 
But for ourselves, we still have to estab- 
lish the professional aspect of manage- 
ment and technological control. During 
recent years in friendly and helpful nego- 
tiations with more than a dozen profes- 
sional bodies and Universities in the UK. 
I have become very conscious of the urge 
for status and recognition. Membership 
of a professional body must connote 
adequate practical experience and strict 
adherence to a code of practice and in 
the eyes of the public, technical skill, 
integrity and sound economic perform- 
ance. The Institute of Builders in its 
present form is beginning to make its 
contribution, but there should also be a 
recognised channel to the professional 
qualifications in building via full academic 
training at degree level. 


‘Chartered’ Civil, Mechanical and 
Electrical Engineers in industry have 
comparable status with their fellows who 
are consultants or public officials. The 
current proposals to train architects, sur- 
veyors and builders under one roof are 
in the right direction if civil or at least 
structural engineering is included. Is it 
too much to hope that before long we 
shall have not only the Chartered Archi- 
tect and Chartered Surveyor but also the 
“Chartered Builder ”? 


‘Building craft groups have remained 
much the same for hundreds of years, 
except where modern techniques and 
materials have forced a reassessment of 
their boundaries, but I notice in the con- 
stant search for economy and efficiency 
there is a realisation of their close link- 
age with improvement of craftsmen’s con- 
ditions and opportunities so as to attract 
the best type of youth to building. 


‘Dignity and sense of responsibility in 
craft traditions were built up in the 
Guilds by the gathering together of men 
with common interests and outlook. In 
the course of time, for various reasons, 
each trade developed restrictions in 
operation for its own protection, thus dis- 
couraging recruitment of many who 
would rank among the best technicians. 
I have found in recent years overseas a 
number of really first-class men, whose 


main reason for moving out of this 
country could be attributed to irksome 
restrictions upon their industry, initiative 
and enterprise. 

* Therefore, just as it has not been con- 
sidered economic or appropriate to re- 
build this City as it was before, but to 
take full advantage of the present and be 
ready for the future, so must we, I sug- 
gest, find a means of recasting the struc- 
ture of the building crafts. 


‘Many of the demarcation and other 
craft restrictions, originally having an 
economic basis, have become an irritant 
and a hindrance protecting the idle and 
inefficient. They are purely artificial 
while contributing nothing of value to 
efficiency and progress. It is important to 
make a real distinction in financial reward 
and status between the various craft skills, 
as well as between skilled and unskilled, 
and recognise that their effective appli- 
cation varies between men of varying 
skills, intelligence and industry. 


‘Could we not build upon the excellent 
apprenticeship system which has been 
built up in our Federation by widening 
the scheme? After perhaps a shortened 
initial craft training period there could 
be differentiation between those who are 
more suited by aptitude and intelligence 
for the limitation of ordinary craftwork 
and those who could with advantage to 
the industry widen their scope. The train- 
ing of those selected could then be con- 
tinued into a wider craft field as “ build- 
ing technicians,” unhampered by craft 
restrictions in return for opportunity and 
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status. In the past many of our famous 
builders and civil engineers were first of 
all good and intelligent craftsmen posses- 
sing industry and drive and who were un- 
hampered by artificial restrictions. They 
had a sense of duty and were prepared to 
take calculated risks of leadership. 


* Building,’ Dr. Hart concluded, ‘is of 
course as we know an industry in which 
the really good man can still rise to the 
top, but the route by which the humblest 
apprentice can “reach for the sky” 
should be publicly known.’ 


Retention Moneys 


MR. R. F. MANSELL, FIOB, who proposed 
the toast of ‘Central Area No. 3,’ said: 
‘Our President at his election suggested 
that during this year we might exercise a 
questioning approach to matters which 
personally or as an industry we have 
taken for granted in the past. Such a 
subject is the amount of retention moneys 
on building contracts. 


‘Too often, with little thought, the 
architect insists and the _ contractor 
accepts the maximum permitted 10 per 
cent of the contract figure as a limit of 
retention. When one considers that such 
a percentage amounts to £100,000 for 
every £1,000,000 worth of work done, 
something of the magnitude of the total 
involved becomes apparent. 


‘Builders are well aware what a small 
part of retention moneys are ever spent 
in rectifying defects and it is time, I 
think, that we questioned to what degree 
we should be expected to hamper our 
business efficiency by financing the build- 
ing owner out of our working capital.’ 


MR. L. H. COLLS, Chairman of the Area, 
responded. 


Cast Stone and Cast Concrete Products 


Federation’s Annual General Meeting 


THE 32nd annual general meeting of the 
British Cast Concrete Federation was 
held at the Waldorf Hotel, London, on 
April 26 and the chairman, Mr. W. H. 
Tolley, welcomed some 80 members from 
all parts of Great Britain, including re- 
presentatives from the Scottish Precast 
Concrete Manufacturers’ Association, 
which is affiliated to the BCCF. 


Support for Stockholm Congress 


It was reported that considerable 
support had been forthcoming for the 
Third International Congress of the Pre- 
cast Concrete Industry to be held in 
Stockholm in June. More than 750 par- 
ticipants were expected, of whom 50 
would be from the UK. The international 
machinery exhibition had also been well 
supported and more than 100 exhibitors 
had booked some 40,000 sq. ft. of space. 
An innovation was the ‘ Idea Exhibition ’ 
at which it was intended to show dif- 
ferent methods of application of precast 
concrete units. The UK was contributing 
one of the papers to the congress, viz: 
*Vibration—lIts practical application to 
Precast Concrete,’ the reporter being Mr. 
Eric F. Wettern and the co-reporter Mr. 
G. S. Mitchell, MC, BSc(Eng), AMInstCE.

LAMPS, fittings and integrated lighting 
equipment were well in evidence at the 
recent Electrical Engineers Exhibition, 
visitors to which were left in no doubt 
as to the importance of applied illumina- 
tion techniques in modern building. 
Luminaires for industrial. commercial 
and decorative interiors were displayed 
in all their varieties by nearly forty 
specialist firms, many of whom also 
exhibited lighting fittings for street, build- 
ing facade and area illumination. 

Every year sees improvements in the 
performance and qualities of the different 
types of light sources, and in particular 
much attention has been focused on main 
voltage fluorescent tubes. Apart from 
technical changes concerned’ with 
luminous efficiency, the most significant 
introduction is the new ‘De Luxe 
Natural’ colour. Although fluorescent 
lamps have long been available in six dif- 
ferent ‘ whites,’ it was felt that none of 
these was ideally suited to food display. 
The new lamp, in 4 ft. 40 watt, 5 ft. 80 
watt and 8 ft. 125 watt ratings is said to 
offer red rendering properties superior 
to the tungsten lamp and blue, green, 
yellow and white appearances which have 
the freshness of a spring morning. 

Higher wattage sodium vapour iamps 
are now being produced for improving 
our standards of street lighting, and a 
number of enterprising firms have 
designed special fittings for the flood 
lighting of facades and building excava- 
tion areas. Where colour discrimination 
is of lesser importance than _ visual 
acuity, these very highly efficient light 
sources may be recommended. 

Another lamp having an_ industrial 
application for building sites or factory 
interiors where dirt and dust are pre- 
valent and access is difficult, is the 
reflector type high pressure mercury 
fluorescent. The top reflector surface of 
the lamp (250 and 400 watt) is of para- 
bolic shape and the colour value of the 
emitted light is much better than that of 
an uncorrected mercury vapour lamp. 
There has been a great improvement in 
the colour rendering quality of the 
standard mercury fluorescent lamps, and 
these are ideally suited for street and 
industrial lighting provided they are 
used with external reflectors. The seven 
ratings available vary from 50- to 1,000- 
watt. 


Disguising Control Gear 


One disadvantage of tubular fluorescent 
lamps is the necessity for accompanying 
control gear. Since this feature is an 
inherent characteristic of discharge lamp 
operation, the fittings manufacturer 
attempts to disguise its presence. Slimmer 
control gear is being used by many firms 
and the overall cross section of the basic 
component channel need not be more 
than 24 in. wide and 1 11/16 in. deep.

now available from many sources. These 
are designed with the control gear con- 
tained in a channel arranged between 
the lamps and a total projection from 
the ceiling of the order of 4 in. 


Although control gear is more reliable 
than ever, and fluorescent lamps have a 
rating life of 5,000 hours, ease of access 
for maintenance and cleaning is still very 
necessary. It is usual practice, therefore, 
for the diffuser component to be hinged 
from either side and to be positively 
attached without the use of tools. In 
one range the provision of coupling 
pieces enables individual units to be 
mounted in a continuous line, thus per- 
mitting the lighting element to be more 
or less ‘ tailor made’ to suit site require- 
ments. Opal plastic side panels and a 
bottom frame of 4 in. cube translucent 
egg box louvres, give the fitting (43 in. 
deep) an elegant and pleasing appearance.

gear of British manufacture. Metalwork 
is of untarnishable brass and diffusers 
are of rippled opal perspex. The range of 
pendants, wall brackets and ceiling units, 
some of which house circular fluorescent 
lamps, can be recommended for tradition- 
ally furnished interiors requiring lighting 
fittings of a more classical line than is 
usual in this field. 

Perhaps most progress has been made 
in integrated lighting design, the two 
main lines of established approach being 
flush elements for use in modular con- 
structed ceilings and the marketing of 
new types of completely luminous sus- 
pended ceilings. In the module field, the 
fittings for cavity ceilings have standard 
dimensions of 2 ft. x 2 ft., 2 ft. x 4 ft. and 
2 ft. x 6 ft., and some firms offer appro- 
priate equipment based on a | ft. module. 
The diffusers are plain or patterned opal 
perspex dishes or flat panels and square 
or diamond polystyrene louvres. Ease of 
installation and fixing, and adaptability to 
proprietary suspended ceilings are points 
to be watched when considering purchase. 
In most designs the top tray can be sus- 
pended or detached from the supporting 
frame, to allow of access to the services 
above. Variety can be produced by sup- 
porting the diffuser in a dropped frame 
(1, 2 or 3 in. in depth) which may be per- 
forated to produce visual sparkle. 

A unique and attractive product is the 
new ‘Circlgrid’ 2 ft. sq. PVC louvered 
panel supplied for use in an extruded alu- 
minium supporting framework. Each tile 
consists of two vacuum-formed sheets 
welded to a flat central membrane to give 
} in. dia. circular louvre cells having a 
45 deg. cutoff angle. Patterning and varia- 
tion in diffusive properties is possible, as 
the tile may be fabricated of two white 
sheets, two pearl or frosted sheets, or 
one white and one pearl.

The film 
itself is very tough but if damaged. due 
to mishandling, can be replaced at a nomi- 
nal charge. The light sources used above 
are fluorescent tubes (hot or cold 
cathode type) arranged in continuous 


lines and at suitable spacings. 


A Versatile Suspended Ceiling 


The Ionlite series suspended ceiling is 
a successful attempt at offering the 
designer a versatile construction catering 
for all demands. The transverse support- 
ing beams can be varied to support any 
reasonable size and type of rectangular 
infiller. The undersides of the beams, 
supplied in 1 in. or 1, in. widths, are 
PVC clad in a choice of colours or 
finishes. Fluorescent tubes are hung as 
desired above the luminous panels and 
tungsten lamps fittings, such as framed 
reflector lamp spotlights, can be used as 
infillers. The‘ T’ channels can also form 
a support for a 24 in. wide extruded ‘ Dia- 
kon ’ diffuser, if the narrow ‘ light beam’ 
method of illumination is desired.

and general robustness of the miniature 
fluorescent lamp has encouraged its use 
in weatherproof bulkhead fittings. Two 
or three 12 in. 8-watt or 21 in. 13-watt 
tubes are employed with opal or reeded 
glass or perspex front covers. 


The design of tungsten lamp lighting 
fittings, based on the varied assembly of 
standard components, has been adopted 
by many firms in order to simplify manu- 
facture and stocking and keep prices 
down, Typical is the ‘ Variform’ range, 
comprising single and multilamp, wall 
brackets, pendants and ceiling mounted 
fittings. Diffuser attachments are of satin 
finished opal glass, washable fabric backed 
with acetate and plastic materials, and 
group coded catalogue numbers are used 
for ease of identification. One trend in 
decorative design is the double transmis- 
sion technique which generally takes the 
form of a white opal diffuser partially 
covered with an outer coloured glass or 
plastic. Sometimes the external mem- 
ber is formed of perforated metal with a 
stoved enamel finish. One firm exhibited 
a series of opal plastic diffusers made 
from a rigid polyethylene material which 
has a high degree of strength and chemi- 
cal resistance. Washable in hot water.

For industrial and limited commercial 
application continuous trunking, which 
carries lighting and other service cables 
and supports lighting fittings, has many 
advantages over conventional conduit 
wiring systems. New types have been 
developed and in one proprietary design 
the fluorescent lamp control gear is con- 
tained within the main. channelling 
which, joined in 9 ft. or 15 ft. lengths, 
can be supported at centres up to 15 ft. 
The number of single or twin lamp 
reflectors used will depend on _ the 
illumination requirements and _ white 
plastic panels are supplied as_ infills 
between the fittings. The latter can be 
changed or resited along the trunking to 
suit a change in interior use, €.g., con- 
version of store to working area.

employ general service lamps and 
external super-purity aluminium reflec- 
tors. Swivel joints, necessary for 
angular adjustment, should be of sound 
construction and possess a _ positive 
means of locking. In one type seen, 
spinnings of various shapes can easily be 
attached to a common mounting bracket. 


Although the architect is largely res- 
ponsible for the aesthetic appearance of 
the lighting fittings used in his buildings, 
he should always be aware of the 
importance of their electrical design, 
mechanical construction and lighting per- 
formance. Keen price competition 
inevitably results in some firms lowering 
their standards of quality, and the pro- 
fessional consultant who does not pre- 
pare a detailed specification should 
examine all equipment in detail before 
recommending purchase. Fittings should 
never be chosen on grounds of price 
alone, since the cheapest in initial cost 
may often be the dearest to install and 
maintain. 

Components and design should comply, 
wherever possible, with relevant British 
Standard Specifications, the publication 
of which uphold standards of quality and 
performance. In some instances fittings 
have to be in accord with Government 
regulations. The Ministry of Education, 
for example, have certain requirements in 
regard to the performance of lighting 
fittings for schools. Several firms have 
produced acceptable diffusers and these 
will often be suitable for general pur- 
pose use in offices and similar working 
areas. 


The exhibition demonstrated very 
clearly the need for close collaboration 
between the architect, builder and light- 
ing engineer, to ensure that systems of 
artificial illumination are suited to the 
interior in question. 
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‘ Aesthetic Standards for House-Builders ’ 
Simplicity and Scale as Design Criteria 


Correct understanding of the problems involved in the design and construc- 
tion of dwelling houses and the streets in which they are located was 
considered by Mr. J]. L. Heap, ARIBA, chief architect to a firm of registered 
house-builders, at a one-day conference sponsored by the Federation of 
Registered House-Builders in London on March 24 (‘ The Builder’ of 


April 1). 


Mr. Heap dwelt upon the responsibilities of all concerned with 


the surroundings in which they live, placing particular emphasis on the 


architect, the builder and the house-purchaser. 


Extracts from his paper 


are given below 


IT Is THE house-builder who decides 
generally, when, where, how and what to 
build, although he is influenced by cir- 
cumstances and beset by difficulties. 
Having bought his land and ascertained 
that he can build upon it he must then 
get down to the detail of suitable plans 
and the fixing of selling prices. He must 
also work side by side with the building 
societies so that suitable mortgages can 
be arranged. This can be fun for the con- 
temporary-minded builders. 

The purchaser, for his part, is basically 
requiring shelter—at a price he can 
afford to pay. In consequence of this and 
other factors, such as a rising standard 
of living, higher education, greater social 
security, the impact of advertising and 
what he gathers from building research 
and other technical publications, the 
house purchaser of today is highly dis- 
criminating. He seeks good planning and 
sound construction, up-to-date equipment 
and better insulation. 

The needs of the developer to make a 
profit and at the same time make provi- 
sion for the intelligent requirements of 
the customer, can be met through the 
collaboration of architects and builders ; 
neither can do it alone. Architects can- 
not ignore this challenge—we must col- 
laborate with the builder to give him the 
benefit of our specialised experience. Any 
thought that the architect is a mere 
draughtsman working under a builder's 
thumb may be dismissed from the mind. 
This must be a common effort with archi- 
tect and builder equally responsible for 
the final creation. 


The Architect’s Problem 


Let us take a very quick look at the 
architect specialising in this field. For 
the first time he has the problem of 
designing a product to please clients 
whose identity and precise number are 
unknown. Cost and standardisation ana- 
lysis becomes a new and vital problem. 
Site planning on an attractive scale gives 
the architect the opportunity to explore 
new ideas and learn the problems asso- 
ciated with all types of development from 
both sides of the fence, his own and the 
builder's. 

Mass market designing also means 
keeping pace with the public’s ability to 
obtain mortgages, and in this respect the 
questions of finance and acceptability of 
the designs by all the interested parties 
assumes importance. 

First and foremost we are seeking to 
give pleasure to every householder by 


good planning and construction of his 
home, together with a pleasant exterior. 
To do this it is important. I think, not 
to be influenced too much by fashion. 
Any consideration of what houses should 
look like inevitably raises the question of 
the architectural styles. They, like 
fashions in clothes. come into existence 
because the originals were admired and 
imitated. Hence we try to perpetuate 
Tudor, Georgian or perhaps Elizabethan. 
These styles are often used in an attempt 
to capture some elusive quality of the 
past or simply to make a house look dif- 
ferent from its neighbour. 


Discordant Features 


We often see side by side, shutters on 
one house, imitation stonework on 
another, houses with leaded lights and 
others will have large expanses of glass. 
When these are competing with one 
another the whole effect is one of con- 
fusion and chaos. This is surely not the 
way to create a pleasant street. The fact 
is that a row of houses is actually seen as 
one group and not as isolated units. The 
whole depends for its beauty upon the 
collective appearance of all the houses 
together. 


When considering the exterior appear- 
ance of a house, therefore, we must think 
first of all of its general bulk and shape 
rather than the details and adornments. 
It is better, I feel, to concentrate on 
designs that have pleasant proportions of 
length, width and height. We should con- 
sider how these proportions are accentu- 
ated by well-designed windows and doors, 
and how the shape is enhanced by neat 
trimming to eaves, verge and fascia. It 
is well to note that fads and fancies do 
not remain in fashion very long. 


To define in words the meaning of good 
proportions is almost impossible. It is all 
too easy to say that good aesthetic stan- 
dards will depend upon good proportions, 
but ever since earliest times designers in 
every field have been trying to define 
what they mean by good proportions. I 
know of no rule of thumb guidance that 
can safely be given. 


The elusive quality of beauty can, how- 
ever, be created as we all know—some- 
times it is achieved and gives satisfaction 
purely by chance, a happy accident. The 
trained designer may have been in- 
fluenced, perhaps subconsciously, by what 
he has seen, what he has studied, or what 
he feels, or it may be achieved by a pro- 


cess of elimination. It must always be 
remembered, however, that if the archi- 
tect’s instructions are too rigid the result 
will inevitably be dull, however tech- 
nically correct the whole conception. 

A further consideration that must be 
borne in mind, in addition to the essence 
of shape and form, is colour and texture 
of materials, and in this respect those of 
the landscape will generally prove the 
most successful. The colour of earth. 
stone and trees. It is usually safer to 
reserve one’s interest in the unusual for 
interior decoration. 


Building society surveyors look at any 
new property, quite naturally, for its last- 
ing qualities, but it should not be assumed 
that solid masonry is the only sound 
method of building. Many new materials 
with a great beauty are equally sound and 
with proper care and maintenance will 
last beyond a lifetime. 


Can standardisation help in making 
houses and streets more beautiful? The 
answer is most definitely yes, for it can 
give harmony and rhythm. A developer 
is in a unique position to achieve this. 
We all know that some streets of 
individually-designed houses result in a 
pretty ghastly picture because they have 
no common bond tying them together. 
Standard components made up of good 
proportions, together with a _ correct 
blending of colour and texture are among 
the chief attributes necessary to create an 
attractive road. 


The Importance of Grouping 


Attractive houses, well designed, that 
blend together must be grouped correctly 
on a road. In the past this was not 
always done, with the unfortunate result 
of houses along main roads, with no 
beginning and no end — monotonous 
tunnels of units of accommodation to left 
and to right. How can such an environ- 
ment be beautiful? Lost is the feeling of 
belonging and pride of ownership, the 
whole is too vast. It is all out of scale. 
An important principle in architecture is 
that everything should be related to the 
human scale. 


Naturally we cannot build an estate 
today with pleasant village greens dotted 
about, but we can build our streets in 
scale in just the same way by using short 
culs-de-sac; the latest jargon for this 
is ‘ cluster development.’ The principle is 
an estate road off which—on either side— 
are built short culs-de-sac with about a 
dozen houses in each. The front gar- 
dens are left open and fully landscaped, 
so that, although there is individual 
ownership, the whole can be enjoyed by 
everyone. With the houses blending, 
and the open gardens taking the place of 
the village green, the scale is right and 
the whole picture can be fully encom- 
passed by the human eye. A beautiful 
picture must always be hung in the cor- 
rect sized frame.

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Privacy to each house can be provided 
at the rear or side. An obvious advan- 
tage for a builder in this type of layout is 
that he can have bungalows in one cul- 
de-sac, houses in another—he can sell 
out a cluster before he commences work, 
surely an advantage for continuity of 
production. He will not be fouling any 
design principles that J know of—each 
little cluster is its own little village. One 
word of warning I might give—roof lines 
must be constant and facades must be 
simple. If they are not and all sorts of 
adornments are added to the individual 


houses the result will be unfortunate. 

There is nothing fussy about a village 
green, or the houses around it—just a few 
matured trees, grass and the mellow build- 
ings. It is this lesson of simplicity and 
scale that we can adapt from the past. 
It is perhaps just one of the clues we seek 
in order that we can appreciate a good 
aesthetic standard for house-builders. 
But no one should be misled into think- 
ing that it is easy. The simpler a building 
is the harder it is to design—for to make 
it beautiful correct proportions and scale 
are vital.

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Advantages of Warm-Air 
Heating 


Low Initial Cost and Freedom from 
Stuffiness Claimed 


‘IF THERE is a major adv:.itage that could 
be provided to improve house construc- 
tion and living conditions, it is the in- 
clusion of adequate heating in the 
hundreds of thousands of new homes that 
are being built in Britain this year, next 
year, and for years to come.’ 

This was stated by MR. ROBERT BARR, 
president of Barlin-Scott Manufacturing 
Co. Ltd., in a talk on ‘Canadian Warm- 
air Central Heating’ which he gave to 
architects at a discussion meeting at the 
Building Centre, London, on March 29. 

‘In Canada,’ said Mr. Barr, ‘ warm air 
outsells all other forms of central heating 
equipment in the ratio of 85 per cent to 
15 per cent. There must be a reason. 
Not the least of the advantages of warm 
air is its lower initial cost. It can be 
installed at approximately half the cost 
of its only real competitor, hot-water 
radiators—commonly referred to as “ wet 
heat.” ’ 

Speed and relative ease of installation 
were a further advantage—4 in. ducting 
was laid in the foundations of new 
houses and ‘ tied down’ in the concrete; 
in old houses it was often necessary to 
use square trunking, running it along 
the wall-tops and blowing the heat down. 

Continuous air circulation, winter and 
summer, eliminated stratification and any 
unpleasant stuffiness. Induced humidifi- 
cation was unlikely to be needed often in 
British conditions, but automatic humidi- 
fication could be produced with a warm- 
air system at little extra cost. 

In the case of the Barlin-Scott equip- 
ment (now marketed in Britain by 
Lincoln Furnaces Ltd.) a_ thermostat. 
which was usually fixed in the wall of 
the living room, gave an immediate 
response to a call for more heat. The 
50,000-BTU furnace, which had been 
found to be most suited to British homes, 
operated on the ‘ Twin Air’ principle— 
‘the greatest innovation since the 
introduction of oil and gas firing ’—a 
patented device whereby the fan speed 
increased or reduced with the height of 
the flame. This was governed by the 
temperature setting on the thermostat. 

Another important consideration was 
that windows in Britain were predomin- 
antly of the casement type, which were 
often very draughty. This could be 
overcome by having a return-air duct, 
4 in. diameter, taking in air from outside 
the house. Thus more air was taken in 
by the furnace than it normally circu- 
lated, causing a slightly pressurised con- 
dition inside the house and forcing the 
draughts out. It was estimated that this 
method would add only about 5 per cent 
to fuel consumption. 

In new houses the positioning of the 
warm-air diffusers under windows, in the 
floor, provided perimeter heating of the 
entire area. 

Noise was sometimes mentioned as 
being a nuisance, but it was only a back- 
ground noise, and people very soon 
learned to live with it. The 50,000-BTU 
furnace had a vaporising burner, and 
there was absolutely no smell of oil.

The first block of flats to incorporate 
the new wall-mounted G 728 Ascot small 
bore CENTRAL HEATING SYSTEM has been 
completed at Willesden-lane, London, 
NWI10.

3. Insulation

In order that societies may meet in- 
creases in income tax and profits tax and 
rising costs of administration, the Council 
has also recommended an increase in the 
mortgage rate from 5} to 6 per cent. 


OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—The Australian Govern- 
ment has approved a major change in 
the Snowy Mountains hydro-electric 
scheme. Under the new plan, known as 
the high-level diversion proposal for 
Snowy-Murray waters, a 15-mile tunnel 
will be excavated between the Snow River 
at Island Bend and Lake Eucumbene to 
enable Lake Eucumbene to be used to 
stere Snowy waters as well as the waters 
of the Eucumbene, Tumut and Murrum- 
bridge Rivers. . . .

The area is bounded 
by Hunter-, Pitt-, Bond- and George- 
streets. Part of the area was purchased 
from the Australian Mutual Provident 
Society for £1,600,000. A representative 
of Lend Lease Corporation, Mr. G. J. 
Dusseldorp has left for the US to con- 
fer with a firm of architects who will act 
as consultants for the overall planning. 
. . » The Minister of Works, Mr. Freeth, 
has announced that a _ tender for 
£3,036,000 has been accepted for the con- 
struction of Stage I of the Commonwealth 
Office block, Elizabeth-street, Sydney. The 
contract has been given to Clementson 
Watts Joint Venture (FE. S. Clementson 
Pty. Ltd. of Sydney, jointly with E. A. 
Watts, Pty. Ltd. of Melbourne). 
Another big oil refinery is to be built 
in Western Australia.

MALAYA.—The Prime Minister has said 
that the Federation is to have a new 
international airport and a 12,000-acre 
site about 10 miles from Kuala Lumpur 
has been gazetted for acquisition by the 
Government. The airport will have a two- 
mile runway and will be built to full 
international standards. It is estimated 
to cost $50m. It will be some time before 
orders are placed for equipment but there 
is likely to be an immediate opening for 
consultant services from overseas. .. . 
The contract for the Klang Straits—a 
$30m. port project—has been awarded 
to Gammon (Malaya), Ltd., in association 
with Christiani and Nielsen of Copen- 
hagen. . . . Investigations are being con- 
ducted with a view to finding suitable 
hydro-electric power sites. In addition, 
there are plans by the Central Electricity 
Board to make Johore region independent 
of Singapore supplies by the erection of 
a conventional oil-fired station at a site 
on the Johore Straits. The station will 
have an initial 20 MW capacity, but pro- 
vision will be made to increase this in 
20 MW phases. Construction is expected 
to start this year with production begin- 
ning by the end of 1962. . . . The Port 
Swettenham Council has approved the 
plan of Caltex to build a $lm. storage 
depot in the town. ... The Malayan Film 
Unit is to build new headquarters costing 
$1.4m. . . . In Kuala Lumpur plans have 
just been announced for the construction 
of a new Parliament House. At 
Petaling Jaya the town centre is to be 
developed together with a _ 1,000-acre 
housing site. 

NEW ZEALAND.—The New Zealand 
Government is to build an international 
airport at Mangere at an estimated cost of 
£339,075. A decision on the harnessing 
of Lake Manapouri for an aluminium in- 
dustry should be made by the end of the 
year. A statement to this effect was made 
by Mr. D. Campbell, the project engineer 
for the investigating consultants, the 
Bechtel Corporation, San Francisco. The 
investigation is being made on behalf of 
Consolidated Zinc Ltd., the Australian 
company interested in establishing the 
industry. 

RHODESIA (NORTHERN).—The Rhodesian 
Federal Government is planning a new 
central hospital for Ndola. which will 
cost £810,000 and provide some 400 beds 
for all races, reports Barclays Bank 
DCO. Other Rhodesian building activi- 
ties reported by the Bank include the 
value of building plans passed by 
Northern Rhodesia municipalities during 
February at £272,000 and £849,000 by 
three manicipalities in Southern 
Rhodesia. 


RHODESIA (SOUTH).—Richard Costain 
(Africa) Ltd. are to develop 180 acres of 
land at Lakeside, near Bulawayo, as a 
residential area with private fishing and 
boating rights. Houses on acre stands will 
cost from £4,500 upwards. 

SINGAPORE.—The Singapore Govern- 
ment is seeking assistance to finance a 
pre-investment survey for an iron and 
steel plant in the city. Total investment 
for such a project is estimated at about 
$600m. Various reports suggest that 
Japanese industrialists might be _ inter- 
ested. A representative of the UN Tech- 
nical Assistance Board has visited Singa- 
pore in connection with the project. ... 
The Singapore Telephone Board is to 
spend about $20 million over the next 
five years on an expansion programme 
mainly in rural areas. Three new ex- 
changes are to be erected. 

SOUTH AFRICA.—Plans for building the 
biggest dam in South Africa at Pongola- 
poort are detailed in a report from the 
Director of Water Affairs. It is an £118m. 
project in which 400,000 cubic yards of 
concrete will be used to block the gap in 
the Lebombo Mountains and spill the 
waters of the Pongola over nearly 19,000 
morgen of farmlands on the Natal- 
Transvaal border. 


Costs of Rhodesian Housing 


ACCORDING to Barclays Bank DCO, the 
Northern Rhodesia Africa Housing 
Board has calculated that 55 per cent of 
the cost of a typical two-bedroomed 
housing unit is spent on materials pro- 
duced in the Federation, about 25 per 
cent on labour, plant, overheads and 
profit, and some 20 per cent on imported 
materials.

LONDON CC.—New Fire Stations.—The 
LCC Fire Brigade Com, have approved a 
three-year building programme _ involving 
capital expenditure of £830,000. Under this 
programme it is hoped to build four new fire 
stations at Chelsea, Clapham, Lewisham and 
Shoreditch, and to carry out major improve- 
ments to six other old stations. The long- 
term programme for modernisation works is 
extensive (expenditure of £3 million in the 
next 12 years is envisaged), since many of 
the existing fire stations are not up to 
present-day standards. 


SOUTHWARK.—Rehousing of School.— 
Mount Clare and Downshire House, the 
buildings on the Alton Estate which the 
LCC has undertaken to preserve for their 
architectural and historic interest, are in- 
cluded in a scheme approved by the LCC EC 
Sub-Com. for rehousing Garnett College, the 
training college for technical teachers in 
Southwark. The cost of the scheme is est. 
to be £461,000. The 19th and 20th century 
extensions of Mount Clare will not 
retained, but the original 18th century build- 
ing will be adapted for use as students’ 
common rooms. The later additions to 
Downshire House will be demolished, but the 
Sub-Com. propose to restore and adapt the 
original building for use as tutorial rooms, 
administrative offices and students’ common 
rooms. A two-storey block will be built 
nearby containing teaching accommodation 
and an assembly hall. 


WANDSWORTH.—Youth Centre.—A site 
of half an acre at Alton estate, Wandsworth, 
Putney, has been allocated by the LCC for 
the provision of an adult education and 
youth centre to supplement the evening 
institute provision in the area, which relies 
at present mainly on the use of accom- 
modation in primary schools. The MoE 
has agreed to include the project as an 
additional item in the further education 
building programme for the period ending 
March 31, 1961, and, subject to the Minister’s 
approval, the LCC have approved a scheme 
for a one-storey building containing 7,983 
sq. ft. of floor space. Est. cost £39,900. 


WEMBLEY.—New County Offices. 
Middx. CC is to apply for outline permis- 
sion for the building of its proposed new 
county offices at Northwick Park, Wembley. 
Drawings and models have been prepared 
by Mr. G. Stillman, former County architect. 
The new buildings will cover 12.7 acres, and 
include council chamber and committee 
rooms and office accommodation. 


WESTMINSTER.—Hyde Park Develop- 
ment.—Mr. Michael Rosenauer, FRIBA, has 
submitted a town planning application to 
the LCC, which would ultimately affect the 
Hyde Park Hotel, Knightsbridge, and pro- 
perties near by. The scheme involves a new 
building and alterations to No. 2 Albert 
Gate, and the total site affected includes 
such buildings as the Royal Thames Yacht 
Club, an office of the Westminster Bank 
and the Danish Club. It is understood that 
the plans envisage the erection of an hotel, 
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shops, exhibition rooms, and 
offices. 

WESTMINSTER.—Stag Brewery Develop- 
ment.—The LCC Town Planning Com. have 
granted conditional planning permission 
for a revised scheme of development 
for the Stag Brewery site, Victoria. The new 
layout has been devised to provide the mini- 
mum of service roads within the site and 
consequently a limitation of movement of 
vehicles to and from the surrounding main 
streets. All the buildings are grouped around 
a large raised central piazza which will be 
suitably landscaped. There will be two 
office blocks, each ten storeys in height, one 
of eight storeys, a residential block of sixteen 
storeys and a 27-storey tower block of offices. 
The tower block will be an important element 
in the whole composition and considerable 
attention has been given to its form so that 
it should present a satisfactory and interest- 
ing appearance when seen from any angle. A 
restaurant, petrol-filling station, multi-storey 
car park and a new welfare centre to replace 
the Council’s existing premises in Princes 
Row, are also included in the development. 

WOOLWICH.—New Schools.—The LCC 
plan to build at least eight new schools 
within the borough. A LCC town planning 
spokesman is quoted as saying that there 
would probably be more when the position 
of voluntary schools was clarified.

HOSPITAL DESIGN 


APPOINTMENT OF ARCHITECTS 


NORTH WEST METROPOLITAN REGIONAL HOSPITAL BOARD

For many years the hospital building programme has been impeded by lack of finance. The position 
has now changed, and the capital programme in this region which extends for about 50 miles north and 
west of London, has been greatly expanded. The programme already includes complete new hospitals, and 
there are likely to be more in the years to come. This country is able to benefit from the experience of 
other countries, whose hospital building programmes have so far been ahead, and the opportunity which 
now arises to lead the world in this field of design could scarcely be surpassed. 


The Board’s architectural staff is being increased to meet the need for expansion, and the Board are 
seeking both senior and newly-qualified architects. Planning a new major hospital, which is virtually a 
self-contained community, or integrating the new with the old calls for imagination and a wide range of 
architectural skills, and those with ability who become experienced in this work are assured of a successful 
career whether they remain in official or transfer to private practice at home or abroad. The hospital 
architect is required to integrate landscape, furnishing and works of art, in the comprehensive design of 
future hospitals, and consultant specialists will be appointed as required. 


Architects in the more senior grades will be required to travel at home or abroad to study hospitals 
and other noteworthy architecture at the expense of the Board and without prejudice to annual leave. 
Other grades will be encouraged and assisted to study and travel appropriately. The work of all officers 
will be duly acknowledged professionally. 

The Board’s Architect’s Department, since it was established in 1948, has acquired a specialised 
knowledge which it can pass on to new entrants of talent and initiative. The Department is being reorganised 
to provide for an administrative directorate of three, under the Regional Architect. The Deputy Regional 
Architect will, in particular, promote and co-ordinate constructional design, and two senior Principal 
Assistant Architects will be responsible for the operational and technical management of the Department 
and external consultants. 


Executive design will be delegated to two main architectural groups headed by Assistant Regional Architects, each assisted 
by two Principal Assistant executive architects. Each group will consist of about twenty architects and every member will have 
an opportunity for individual as well as group activity. There will be a designated architect or architects for each project, who 
will be joined in a professional consortium with a doctor, engineer and hospital administrator. 


All posts are permanent and pensionable. The Board has modern offices and a five-day week is normally worked. 
Conditions of service are determined by a Whitley Council for professional and technical staff. It is hoped that successful 
candidates will take up their duties at an early date so that they may take part in organised courses of study and travel before 
the autumn.
